Too Many Hospitals in Valley May Boost Costs

There’s a good chance that 


by the summer of 1972 the 
Pomona Valley may be over­ 
saturated with hospitals. 
* The 
clutter 
of 
hospitals 


could cause increased costs of 
medical care, a scramble for 
qualified medical personnel 
and fierce competition among 
the hospitals, a state official 
claims. 
A total of 11 hospitals will 


be in operation by next sum­ 
mer in an area extending 
from Chino to Glendora. New 
hospitals are now under con­ 
struction in Chino, Montclair, 


San Dimas and Glendora, and 
all but two of the seven exist­ 
ing hospitals have future ex­ 
pansion plans and most of 
these will increase the bed 
capacity of present facilities. 
One of the existing seven, 


Glendora Community Hospi­ 
tal, just completed a $1.8 mil- 
1 i o n expansion which in­ 
creased 
the 
bed 
capacity 


fiom 80 to 181 beds. 


The result of the “ over­ 
bedding,” a term used by of­ 
ficials at the Southern Califor- 
n i a Comprehensive Health 
Planning Council, Los Ang­ 
eles, will be additional medic­ 
al costs to the public with 
poorer service, they claim. 


An official at the council, 


who requested that his name 
be withheld, said the over­ 
bedding is not just a “ local 
scandal” 
but 
a 
statewide 


problem which is the result of 
a deficiency in the law. 
All of the four new hospitals 


were granted permission to 
build under a 
grandfather 


clause of the Duffy Act, a law 
passed in 1969 to regulate the 
amount of hospitals to the 
need of the area. 
The 
grandfather 
clause 


gave applicants who had pre­ 
sented preliminary plans for 
hospital construction to the 
state's public health depart­ 
ment the green light if the 


hospital was under construc­ 
tion by January of 1970. 
The health planning official 


said he didn’t know where 
new hospitals would get me­ 
dical personnel because of the 
national shortage of doctors 
and nurses. 
He said the local problem 


would probably result in “ pi­ 
rating” 
of 
qualified 
staff 


members 
from 
the 
seven 


existing 
hospitals. 
He 
ex­ 
plained that hospitals would 
have to lure doctors and nur­ 
ses by overbidding their serv­ 
ices which would be reflected 
in the cost of medical treat­ 
ment to patients. 
“ Hospitals will eventually 


start cutting quality in care, 
food and services. It’s the 
patient who will suffer and 
the public who will pay,” he 
said. 
The o f f i c i a l 
said he 


couldn’t forecast any solution 
to the local future oversatura­ 
tion of hospitals and said it is 
possible that some may fold 
up in the fierce competition to 
survive. 
He said he knows of four 


hospitals which are how in 
operation in Southern Califor­ 
nia which are facing bank­ 
ruptcy. 
Sherman Thompson, admin­ 
istrator of Ontario Commu­ 
nity 
Hospital, 
frankly 
ad­ 


mitted his dismay over the 
construction of two new hospi­ 
tals in his immediate area. 
“ It 
will 
hamper 
us,” 


Thompson said. “ We have in­ 
vested thousands here for fu­ 
ture needs of the community. 
I don’t know where they are 
going to get qualified doctors 
and nurses to staff these hos­ 
pitals. We are having prob­ 
lems with our own future 
needs in this area.” 


The 
Ontario 
Community 
Hospital, at 933 Deodar St., is 
planning a $500,000 expansion 
program which will revamp 
surgery, the receiving room 
and emergency room. The 


hospital is now a 99-bed oper­ 
ation but has plans to expand 
to 240 beds by 1980 and an ul­ 
timate goal of 325 beds. 
Thompson’s complaints cen­ 
tered around Doctor’s Hospi­ 
tal in Montclair and Chino 
General Hospital. Both are 
now under construction. 


Doctor’s Hospital at 5000 
San Bernardino Rd. will be a 
99-bed general hospital. The 
$4 million project will be 
completed in July of 1972. 
Chi no General Hospital, 
10th and Walnut streets, will 
be a 118-bed hospital and will 
be completed in April of 1972. 
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Slays Postmaster 34 Senators Sign Appeal 


WESTMINSTER, California 
(UPI) —A mailman report­ 
edly angered because of dis­ 
cipline from 
his 
superiors 
shot and killed the postmaster 
here Thursday and critically 
wounded a postal supervisor, 
authorities said. 
Police quoted witnesses as 
saying Philip B. Alleman, 24, 
of Santa Ana, burst into the 
victims’ office with a revolver 
clasped in both hands and 
shouted, “you’ve had it.” 
Alleman was pinned to the 
wall by other postal employes 
after firing the shots. 
Police said postmaster Paul 
A. Burtner, 51; postal super­ 
intendent Ernest Gualdon, 46; 
Orville Hopkins, assistant su­ 
perintendent; 
and 
Alfred 
Miasto, 
a 
foreman, 
were 
seated in Burtner’s office dis- 


cussing 
Alleman’s 
censure, 
which resulted from tardi­ 
ness. 
Alleman burst in and when 
Burtner darted toward the 
door, he was shot in the back, 
Hopkins told police. As the 
p o s t m a s t e r lay mortally 
wounded in the hall, Alleman 
shot him in the head, Hopkins 
said. 
Gualden was shot in the 
chest and stomach and was 
listed in critical condition at 
Westminister 
Community 
Hospital. 
Police said 
Hopkins and 
Miasto ducked under a desk 
and Hopkins grabbed a tele­ 
phone, telling the operator to 
call police. 
Alleman was booked on sus­ 
picion of murder and assault 
with intent to commit mur­ 
der. 


To Nixon To Halt A-Blast 


Nixon to Youth: 
Peace Is Sacrifice 


W A S H I N G T O N (UPI) 
—President 
Nixon 
told 
a 
group of youth leaders today 
that his planned trips to Pek­ 
ing and Moscow were de­ 
signed to strengthen peace 
during the next 30 years. He 
told them, that “ The Vietnam 
war will not affect you, in my 
opinion.” 
Nixon said that the world 
needed “ a peace that is chal­ 
lenging. War calls for sacr­ 
ifice. We need a peace which 
calls for sacrifice.” 
He made his remarks in a 
ceremony at the oval office in 
the White House during which 
he signed a proclamation cal­ 
ling on Americans to observe 
Nov. 8-14 as “ Youth Apprecia­ 
tion Week.” 
His daughter Julie Nixon 
Eisenhower, 23, looked over 
his shoulder. 
President 
Nixon 
recalled 
that 25 years ago today he 


was first elected to public of­ 
fice as a congressman from 
California. 
“ At that time I was 32; 
that’s very old,” he told the 
group, who ranged from 13 to 
19. His audience chuckled. 
Nixon recalled that he sub­ 
sequently served as a senator 
and vice president followed 
by an eight year period when 
he was out of office. 
“ You win some and you 
lose some but what is most 
important is that you keep in 
there, keep fighting and keep 
trying.” 
Nixon disputed those who 
say that the current education 
is terrible because many are 
on dope. 
“ That’s nonsense,” he said, 
adding that in each gener­ 
ation there were good and 
bad young people. 
Nixon arranged to fly to 
Key Biscayne, Fla., later in 
the day for a long weekend.

Under Attack From White House 
Labor's Retroactive Pay Demands Hit 


$136 Million in Grain 
To Be Sold to Soviets 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -The 
United States plans to sell 
about $136 
million worth of 
feed grains to the 
Soviet 
Union, administration officials 
disclosed today. 
The officials said that the 
grain would be supplied by 
the Continental Grain Co. and 
Cargill Inc., and would in­ 
clude some 2 million tons of 
corn, 600,000 tons of barley 
and 300,000 tons of oats. 
President Nixon last June 
suspended a requirement that 


half of any grain shipments to 
the Soviet Union or other 
Communist countries be car­ 
ried in U.S. ships. 
The 
President, 
officials 
said, also terminated the need 
for 
Commerce 
Department 
p e r m i s s i o n for export of 
wheat, flour and other grains 
to Communist countries. 
It will be the first U.S.-Rus­ 
sia grain deal since President 
John F. Kennedy approved 
shipment of over $100 million 
worth of wheat to Russia in 
1963.

WASHINGTON (UPI) -Or­ 
ganized labor’s move to win 
approval for all pay raises 
negotiated before the freeze 
came 
under 
heavy 
attack 
from the White House today, 
even though the effort won an 
initial victory in Congress. 
With the formal wage-price- 
rent freeze due to end Nov. 
13, the Pay Board was report­ 
ed only a day or two away 
from reaching a decision on 
the retroactive pay and other 
issues it will be deciding in 
President Nixon’s Phase II 
economic plan. 
The five labor members on 
the 
pay 
panel, 
including 
AFL-CIO 
President 
George 
Meany, have been demanding 
a flat release of all pay in­ 
creases negotiated before the 
freeze began 
but held up 
when Nixon imposed his eco­ 
nomic controls Aug. 15. The 
five members of the board 
representing the public are 
opposed to the 
retroactive 
pay increases and have prop­ 
osed extending the freeze un­ 
til Jan. 1, with pay increases 
after that limited to 5 per 
cent. 
The House Banking Com­ 
mittee voted Tuesday to force 
the approval of retroactive 
pay 
increases, 
except 
for 
those grossly disproportionate 
to the general wage level. 
The directive would be part 
of the legislative machinery 
the administration is seeking 


to continue its economic con­ 
trols. 
But President Nixon imme­ 
diately issued a statement at­ 
tacking the committee’s deci­ 
sion, saying: 
“ If the Congress enacts this 
amendment to the economic 
stabilization act, I believe it 
would seriously jeopardize the 
ability of the Pay Board and 
Price Commission to reach 
the goals we all expect of the 
postfreeze program.” 
The President added that 
he was not prejudging whe­ 
ther the pay increases were 
justified, only that Congress 
should let the Pay Board de­ 
cide for itself. But he said the 
committee’s decisions 
were 
“ damaging and clearly incon­ 
sistent with the effort to ach­ 
ieve a reasonable price stabil­ 
ity.” 
Banking Committee Chair­ 
man Wright Patman, D-Tex., 
in turn accused Nixon of turn­ 
ing the issue into a partisan 
political one. 
“The President has been 
hesitant and apparently high­ 
ly confused about economic

stabilization,” Patman said. 
“ He compounds the impres­ 
sion of confusion by his misin­ 
terpretations of what the Bank­ 
ing and Currency Committee 
did today.” 


P a t m a n said the com­ 
mittee’s action would not give 
blanket approval to all ret- 
r o a c t i v e wage increases 


—just to those which are not 
grossly 
disproportionate 
to 
other wage contracts. 
The Pay Board met Thurs­ 
day and Meany told reporters 
later the panel was “ down to 
the nuts and bolts of the si­ 
tuation and I hope that there 
will be a decision in a day or 
so.”

The senators wrote Nixon: 


“ The force of the blast will 
be so great, that there is a 
small though palpable risk of 
earthquake, tidal wave and

4rhe scientists said in 
a 
statement: “ IF-the Cannikin 
(code name for the test) deci­ 
sion was truly justified then it 
should be able to stand the 
test of public scrutiny.” 
The scientists included No­ 
bel winners Lynus Pauling of 
Stanford University, 
Harold 
Urey of the University of Cal­ 
ifornia and George Wald of 
Harvard. 
The appeal was filed with 
Chief Justice Warren E. Bur­ 
ger. He can 
rule on 
the 
request himself or have the 
other justices help him decide 
when they meet for a regular 
conference today. 
The Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission (AEC) has scheduled 
the blast for 2 p.m. PST Sat­ 
urday. The powerful nuclear 
device is to be detonated 5.800 
feet below the surface of the 
barren island 1,200 miles west 
of the Alaskan mainland.

TERLINGUA, Tex. (UPI)— 
Friends of Wick Fowler say 
he makes chili so hot you 
break out in a sweat just 
thinking of it. 
Oh yeah, say the backers of 
C. V. Wood, well, Wood’s got 
an unorthodox “green chili” 
which brings tears to your 
eyes so bad you can’t even 
read. 
Wood, a Los Angeles tycoon, 
and Fowler, an Austin, Tex., 
writer, will meet this wee­ 
kend in this Southwest Texas 
ghost town with a population 
of two to decide who can 
brew up the tangiest, tastiest 
batch of chili this year. 
The town’s population is ex­ 
pected to multiply rapidly as 
hundreds of chile lovers come 
to sweat, cry, gag and choke 


over the food cooked at the 
World Chili 
Cookoff. 
Some 
may even be strong enough to 
swallow it. 
Wood created quite a stir in 
chili circles Thursday when 
he 
announced 
that 
Dutch 
clairvoyant 
Peter 
Hurkos 
would join his team at Ter- 
lingua. Hurkos was one of the 
judges for the event picked 
last week in Dallas. “ Nothing 
wrong with it at all,” Wood 
said. “ He and I are on the 
side of the officials, trying to 
maintain a little law and or­ 
der in what otherwise might 
become an anarchic scramble 
for my peppers —er, laurels.” 
Wood has called for a ban 
on all canned or prepackaged 
ingredients in the contest. He 
said Hurkos will help him en­ 
force the rules. 
“ He’ll use his extrasensory 


powers to sweep the minds of 
my rivals, 
ard 
if they’re 
planning anything out of line, 
even subconsciously, we’ll be 
able to alert the judges,” 
Wood said. 
The contest, started in 1967 
by 
the 
International 
Chili 
Society, will be held in this 
ghost town in the remote Big 
Bend corner of Texas, 80 
miles from Alpine. 
Wood, of Los Angeles, is 
president of McCulloch Oil 
Corp. and a developer of new 
cities. It was his company 
that transplanted the London 
Bridge to McCulloch’s Lake 
Havasu City in Arizona. 
Wood has 
>een a formi­ 
dable present 
in the chili 
society since 1969 when he 
brought an ‘ t.ectronic chili- 
t e s t i n g machine” to the 
match where his green chili 


v/on the title. 
Stabbing its electrodes into 
rivals’ bowls produced no dis­ 
cernible effect, 
but 
poking 
them into his own chili pots 
set sirens howling. 
Sitting out last year’s com- 
p e t i t i o n as the reigning 
champ. Wood left for the 
ghost town aboard a double­ 
deck London bus, attended by 
a bevy of starlets and a 
Dixieland band. Fowler, the 
Texas 
champion, 
won 
the 
right to challenge Wood this 
year. 
On Saturday Wood and his 
tpam of helpers will arrive in 
Terlirgua in an 80-foot high 
hot air balloon which will be 
tethered above his field kitch­ 
en.

The sales tax on gasoline 
will raise approximately $170 
million annually, Mills esti- 
m a t e d . All but $3 mil­ 
lion—which the state will re­ 
tain for transportation! plann­ 
ing—will go to California’s 58 
counties. 
Any Purpose 
Roughly $130 million will 
be earmarked specifically for 
public transportation and ano­ 
ther $37 million may be used 
for any purpose. 
Counties with 
populations 
exceeding 500,000-except San 
Bernardino, which Mills said 
has far-flung road building 
problems—will be required to 
use their share of the money 
for some kind of mass trans­ 
portation. These funds will to­ 
tal more than $100 million. 
Smaller counties may use 
their share of the money, ap­ 
proximately $27 million, for 
general 
transportation 
pur­ 
poses such as road building 
and right-of-way acquisition. 
“ The concept of local con­ 
trol has been a cornerstone of 


this administration’s policy,” 
Reagan said in a prepared 
statement. “ This bill reaff­ 
irms that policy and empha­ 
sizes local control by placing 
directly in the hands of local­ 
ly elected officials the res­ 
ponsibility for assessing the 
overall public transportation 
needs of the communities 
they know and represent.” 
M atchin g Funds 
Mills said an important side 
effect of the bill will be to 
qualify local governments for 
matching funds to construct 
mass transit systems. For ev­ 
ery local dollar there will be 
two from Washington. 
“ This will usher in a new 
era for Californians. It will 
give us a way to avoid the 
m i n d 1 e ss type of urban 
sprawl that has resulted from 
the overdependence on the 
automobile. And it is a major 
step forward in the fight 
against air pollution.” 
Mills, an ardent bicyclist, 
added that “ perhaps it will 
bear the beginning of a rapid 
transit system in Los Ang­ 
eles.” 
Pollutants vs. Home Poison? 
Prof Calls for Phosphate Ban 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -A 
Chicago medical researcher 
today disclosed test results al­ 
leging that nonphosphate de­ 
tergents are far deadlier than 
drain cleaners if swallowed, 
and could lead to catastrophic 
results if widely used in 
American homes. 


Dr. George E. Block, a pro­ 
fessor of surgery at the Uni­ 
versity of Chicago, said new 
laundry products developed to 
replace environmentally sus­ 
pect phosphate detergents are 
so highly caustic they could 
kill or maim those who swal­ 
low them — particularly chil- 
d r e n . He suggested they 
should be banned. 


Block was called to testify 
before a Senate environment 


subcommittee on his recent 
research into stomach and 
throat 
injuries 
caused 
by 
caustic substances. A copy of 
a paper detailing his findings 
was made available to UPI. 
The study, made on cats, 
showed that more than 80 per 
cent of the animals given a 
single small dose of nonphos- 
phate detergents suffered sev­ 
ere or fatal injuries. By con­ 
trast, no cats were harmed 
by 
the 
phosphate 
blends, 
which are banned in many 
communities as pollutants. 
Elsewhere in 
his 
paper, 
Block said laws banning phos­ 
phate laundry products as 
water polluters “ should be re­ 
pealed.” 
New phosphate-free laundry 
products are high in sodium 


carbonate, 
some of which 
Block said are nearly as 
caustic as Lye. 
He and his associates fed a 
lye drain cleaner — Drano 
— to two cats in their experi­ 
ment. Both survived the 72- 
hour test period, 
although 
both suffered severe throat 
and stomach injuries. 
Three other cats were given 
a phosphate detergent —Tide 
— and were unharmed. So 
were three others given tap 
water.

School s Seen 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - A 
$2 million, 
four-year study 
has concluded that American 
school financing for the rich 
and poor is separate and une­ 
qual, with wealthy districts 
•' spending up to $5.50 per pupil 
for every $1 spent in poverty 
areas. 
The National Education Fi­ 
nance Project, sponsored by 
the U.S. Office of Education, 
urged much more federal and 
state spending on schools and 
much less reliance on local 
• property taxes, which now 
provide the bulk of school fi­ 
nancing. 
“ The 
number 
of 
dollars 
spent on education should be 
based 
on 
the 
educational 
needs of the children rather 
than the wealth of the school 
district,” 
the 
project 
con­ 
cluded. 
Of about $40 billion now 
spent on elementary and sec­ 
ondary schools, the project 
reported, localities, raise 52 
per cent, states 41 per cent 
andl the federal government 7 
per cent. 
The 
study 
recommended 
that to equalize spending na­ 
tionwide, 
the 
local 
share 
should be cut to between 10 
and 15 per cent, with states 
providing 55 per cent and the 
federal government boosting 
its share to between 22 and 30 
per cent. 
Dr. Roe L. Johns, a former 
University of Florida educa­ 
tional finance professor who 
headed the study, told a news 
conference Thursday the ine­ 
quality results partly from 
deliberate formation by af­ 
fluent suburbanites of sepa­ 
rate school districts. 
“ We ought to abolish at 
least 80 per cent of the 17,000 
school districts in the United 
States,’’ Johns said, largely 
by consolidating suburban and 
city districts. 
Johns said reliance on the 
property tax not only puts 
p o o r districts at 
a 
dis­ 
advantage but also makes the 
schools lean on the most un­ 
fair and unpopular tax of all. 
He said this was the primary 
reason for defeat in many 
localities 
of 
proposed 
tax 
hikes and bond issues for 
school financing.

Interest Cut 


NEW YORK (U PI)—Major 
banks in New York and Cali­ 
fornia Thursday reduced the 
interest on personal loans by 
.55 per cent — a move ap­ 
proved by the White House 
and some leaders of Con­ 
gress. 
First National City Bank of 
New York, the second largest 
in the nation, 
reduced 
its 
mortgage rate from 7 1-2 to 7 
per cent 
and 
cut 
interest 
rates on “ discount” install­ 
ment loans under $5,000 by 
one-half point, which means a 
roughly 1 per cent reduction 
in the annual interest on such 
loans. 
At the same time, First Na­ 
tional City Bank said the in­ 
terest rate on passbook sav­ 
ings accounts with balances 
over $10,000 would be reduced 
to 4 per cent as of Jan. 1, 
though it would continue pay­ 
ing 4.5 per cent on accounts 
with balances under $10,000. 
But Citizens and Southern 
National Bank in Atlanta said 
it was tired of following de­ 
velopments in New York and 
would 
abandon 
the 
prime 
rate, negotiating each future 
prime loan according to “ our 
own money position.” 
In California, the Crocker 
National Bank of San Fran­ 
cisco, 12th largest is the na­ 
tion, announced “ an across- 
fthe-board’’ reduction in all its 
interest rates. The cut in­ 
cluded a drop from 8 to 7.5 
per cent in the interest on a 
real estate loan for a single­ 
family home.

Tunney Gets 


His Answers, 
Rehnquist OK 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Wil­ 
liam H. Rehnquist’s nomination 
to the Supreme Court apparent­ 
ly will be confirmed by the Sen­ 
ate with little difficulty. 
Rehnquist reduced consid­ 
erably his liberal opposition 
by talking more freely Thurs­ 
day about his judicial philoso­ 
phy. 
After refusing in almost two 
days of interrogation to talk 
about his personal beliefs in 
the field of civil rights and ci­ 
vil liberties, he reversed him­ 
self. 
Rehnquist had pleaded that 
to take public positions on 
many 
such 
questions 
now 
would jeopardize his freedom 
to decide cases in the field af­ 
ter confirmation. He also said 
that because he served as 
counsel to the attorney gener­ 
al, he could not talk about ad­ 
ministration positions on civil 
rights and civil liberties be­ 
cause to do so would violate 
the prohibition against a law­ 
yer disclosing his advice to 
his client. 
But in a late afternoon rev­ 
ersal, Rehnquist answered a 
series of questions from Sens. 
John V. Turmey, D-Calif., and 
Charles M. Mathias, R-Md., 
that he had refused to discuss 
before. 
To Tunney, 
he 
said 
he 
thought that any government 
surveillance of peaceable as­ 
semblies that had a “ chilling 
effect” on the exercise of the 
right to assembly was uncons­ 
titutional. 
Tunney, another liberal who 
at first had been unable to 
get Rehnquist to discuss his 
philosophy, said some of his 
doubts had been resolved. 
“ I believe he has a capacity 
for growth, the willingness to 
change his mind, and a wil­ 
lingness to apply standards of 
fairness,” Tunney said. 


Judge Raps 


And Shippers 


SAN FRANCISCO (U P I)—A 
federal judge ruled Thursday 
that West Coast shippers and 
longshoremen both had vio­ 
lated 
the 
Taft-Hartley 
Act 
and warned that for any fu­ 
ture port disputes he would 
fine them $25,000 a day. 
U.S. District Judge William 
T. Sweigert ruled that both 
the Pacific Maritime Associa­ 
tion 
and 
the 
International 
Longshoremen 
and 
Ware­ 
housemen’s 
Union 
were 
in 
contempt of court for failing 
to end work slowdowns and 
stoppages. 
He imposed no fines, but or­ 
dered them to resume shipp­ 
ing during the remainder of 
the Taft-Hartley 80-day “ cool­ 
ing off” period which ends 
Dec. 26. 
In reaffirming his interim 
order of last Saturday, the 
judge set guidelines whereby 
the union would have to sup­ 
ply “ steady men” and the 
PMA accept them on the 
same basis they had prior to 
the 100-day strike which be­ 
gan July 1. 
Since the Taft-Hartley in­ 
junction went into effect Oct. 
6 the ports of Los Angeles- 
Long Beach and Oakland had 
operations disrupted by the 
PMA’s insistence that they 
could hire “ steady men” for 
skilled jobs such as crane 
operators.. The union said all 
jobs should be assigned from 
the hiring hall on a rotation 
basis. 
Many of the men in the 
“ steady” category 
resigned 
their jobs during the past few 
weeks and did other work on 
assignment from union hall. 
The PMA responded by sus­ 
pending some operations. 
The companies have argued 
all along that steady workers 
were necessary for safety, 
whereas the ILW U said they 
want the work spread among 
qualified 
men to “ equalize 
earnings.”

Burial Sites Scarce 
For America’s Vets 


These two clipping s, co ncerning free buria ls fo r v etera ns, 
a re bo th fro m the sa me issue o f the Pro g ress-Bulletin. If the 
situa tio n is wha t it a ppea rs to be, I think y o u wo uld be do ing 
y o ur rea ders a serv ice to a lert them to this, which ma y be the 
la test in the nev er-ending g immicks to tra p the unwa ry . 
We tho ro ug hly enjo y y o ur co lumn a nd ha v e picked up so me 
g o o d tips fro m it. After being burned a few times in the pa st, 
we ha v e beco me pretty ca g ey , so I’m g la d to sa y we ha v en't 
ha d a ny pro blems.

Any wa y , plea se inv estig a te the cemeteries. And ha ng in 
there! Yo u’re do ing a tine jo b.—J .J ., Po mo na . 
One of the newspaper clippings you enclosed is an advertise­ 
ment for Forest Lawn Memorial Park promising free burial 
space to honorably discharged veterans of the United States 
armed forces. ‘ The only cost to the veteran,” says the ad, “ is 
$29.50, which meets the iequirements of state law for a one­ 
time deposit in the Endowment Care Fund.” 
The second clip is a news article telling veterans that 
they’re entitled to be buried in a national cemetery at no 
expense. “ The trouble is that many Americans, vaguely aware 
of these benefits, are being conned into costly burial schemes 
by salesmen who trade on this partial knowledge.” 
The article reports how a career soldier had answered such 
an ad, was visited by a salesman, signed some papers, and 
within a month found himself the owner of a cemetery lot and 
a debt for $7 48.80 . Furthermore, the debt had been assigned to 
a finance company, which promptly sent him a payment book 
together with a request lor the first monthly installment. 
Action Line immediately contacted the management of For­ 
est Lawn and in the spirit of equal time we will publish a 
portion of the reply. 
“ Most veterans are entitled to free burial in national ceme­ 
teries,” we were told. “ However, the shortage of space is 
critical throughout the United States. Of the 85 national ceme­ 
teries, 39 are already closed, six are expected to close within 
five years, and another 12 are expected to close within 10 years. 
“ The Army estimates there are about 50 million eligible 
persons, including veterans and members of their families, but 
there is space to accommodate only about five million. There­ 
fore, only one in 10 eligible can be interred in government 
cemeteries. The nearest presently open government cemetery 
is at Willamette, Oregon.” 
Action Line found portions of the statement and some of the 
figures substantiated in the August, 1971, “ Retired Naval Per­ 
sonnel Newsletter,” published by the Department of the Navy. 
When a veteran is buried in a national cemetery, we were 
told by Forest Lawn, the government picks up the entire tab, 
except transportation expense of the remains, travel expense 
for members ot the family, mortuary charges, and charges for 
professional services belore the deceased is transported. 
• 
“ The government estimates the cost of a national cemetery 
system at $5.4 billion, indicating the unprobability of addition­ 
al government cemeteries being opened in the foreseeable fu­ 
ture,” says a spokesman for Forest Lawn. He says a newly 
designated section at Forest Lawn is intended to relieve veter­ 
ans’ families of a portion of the hardship, as the property for 
the veteran will be given free. 
“ There is no requirement to purchase vaults, memorial tab­ 
lets, caskets, or anything else. There is no requirement to 
purchase additional property or to use any of Forest Lawn’s 
other facilities in order to qualify.” 
Action Line believes that Forest Lawn’s advertisement is 
legitimate. We suspect that it is good business to give a plot of 
land to a veteran, lor chances are that Forest Lawn may be 
called to provide the casket, vault, and memorial tablet at the 
time of death. That’s a difficult time for a widow to go com­ 
parison shopping. 
“ Property for members of the veteran’s family is available, 
immediately adjacent to that of the veteran’s,” says the spo­ 
kesman, “ and at substantial predevelopment savings. Pur­ 
chase of additional property is totally optional.” 
The management says it has given away hundreds of free 
properties, to both veterans and military personnel, since the 
beginning of its veterans program last July, and will continue 
to do so for as long as additional space remains available, 
with the only required payment of $29.50 for the endowment 
care fund. “ Thoroughly trained memorial counselors (there’s a 
euphemism if we ever heard one)—not high-pressure salesmen— 
are ready, able, and anxious to continue to serve the needs of 
their community.” 
The Navy newsletter has the final word on the subject. “ Some 
private cemetery operators use the lack of space in national 
cemeteries in their advertisements or solicitations to veterans. 
“ Although it is acknowledged that many offers are from rep­ 
utable firms, retirees are advised to make sure they thoroughly 
understand any contracts they sign to be sure there are no costs 
or additional expenses not anticipated.”

Gracia, 7461 Heilman Ave., 
who found a strange ¡object 
attached to a parachute in his 
back yard Thursday night. 


Mrs. Molly Gracia was first 
to see the strange box and 
cone drifting down from the 
sky, attached to two small 
o r a n g e 
parachutes. 
Mrs. 
Gracia ran to her husband to 
report what she had seen. An­ 
dres Gracia and his son went 
outside and found the object 
hanging on the fence. 


Andrew took a stick and 
knocked 
it to the ground, 
“ and it started to tick,” he 
said. “ We picked it up and 
printing on it said “ no longer 
useful to the U.S. Army or 
U.S. Air Force, please dispose 
of,” 
Andrew 
told 
Sheriff’s 
Deputy Richard Lindners who 
arrived to investigate. 
Lindners described the ob­ 
ject as a box about one foot 
by eight inches high and very 
light. Attached to the bottom 
of the box was a cne-foot long 
cone shaped object. “ It was 
very light and still was tick­ 
ing when I arrived,” said Lind­ 
ners. 
Lindners said he had seen 
objects like the one found by 
the family before and deter­ 
mined that it was some type 
of meteorological device used 
to 
transmit 
weather 
data 
back to Army or Air Force 
bases. Lindners said the only 
thing 
that 
seemed 
strange 
was that it continued to tick 
in the trunk of the patrol unit 
until he returned to the West 
End sheriff’s office. 
Deputies stored the object 
in the squad room, but about 
midnight 
the 
watch 
com­ 
mander ordered 
the object 
disposed of whe-n an odor like 
sulphur began to permeate 
the entire office area. 
Norton Air Force Base offi­ 
cials «?aid the device could 
have been one or two things. 
The first might be a weather 
monitor fired into the atmos­ 
phere by a rocket and re­ 
leased. The device, called a 
Rcckajsond, 
transmits 
data 
frcm the release point to the 
ground and then is no longer 
useful. 
The second possibility, said 
officials, is a device used by 
the San Bernardino County 
Air Pollution Control District 
to record and transmit smog 
data.

Returning Vietnam veterans 
between the ages of 21 and 24 
are receving top priority in 
placement in jobs. The Labor 
Department designated 
this 
condition as a pricipal re­ 
quirement to the grants.

by Christmas.

POMONA — A former Mcnt- 
clair pcliceman t e s t i f i e d 
Thursday about his arrest of 
murder suspect Leon William 
S h o r t on an 
intoxication 
charge in 1967. 


Short, 
25-year-old 
former 
Montclair resident, is on trial 
here charged with 
murder, 
rape and child molesting in 
the death June 23, 1969, of 
Virginia Lynn Smith. 


The ex-policeman, 
Robert 
D Greenhalgh, now is in the 
real estate business. 
He told the jury and Judge 
Carlos M. Teran that after his 
arrest, Short 
threatened 
to 
burn Greenhalgh’s patrol car. 
Greenhalgh also said Short 
told him he didn’t want to 
have to appear on the intoxi­ 
cation charge before the judg­ 
es in Ontario because they 
we re “ out to get him.” 
According 
to 
Greenhalgh, 
Short’s remarks were sprinkl­ 
ed with obscenities. 
The ex-officer also testified 
he recovered a stolen mo­ 
torcycle from the garage of 
Donald D. Dean at 4462 San 
Jose Ave., Montclair. Dean 
previously testified that he 
found the motorcycle there 
June 28, 1969. Deputy Dist. 
Atty. Robert F. Kuhnert ap­ 
parently will attempt to con­ 
nect the motorcycle to the de­ 
fendant or the scene of the 
girl’s slaying in Cobal Can­ 
yon. 
Throughout the testimony, 
Short continued to rock in his 


c h a i r beside 
his lawyer, 
Deputy Public Defender Clark 
Shacklett, 
and confer 
with 
him from time to time. Short 
is a tall, lean man who wears 
a gray suit, white shirt and 
tie. The suit seems too large 
for him. 
The witness who preceded 
Dean was 'Frank Hines, man­ 
ager of the Big Oak Mctel in 
Montclair. 
He testified that 
Short lived at the motel in 1969. 
Earlier, both Kuhnert and 
Shacklett finished with sher­ 
iff’s homicide Detective Sgt. 
Donald E. Plum, who headed 
the investigation 
into 
Miss 
Smith’s slaying. 
Plum showed the jury a 


rock, believed to have been 
used to fracture Miss Smith’s 
skull. Investigators found it in 
the canyon. The rock, four in­ 
ches thick and about eight in­ 
ches long, 
bore 
traces 
of 
blood and pieces cf hair when 
found, Plum said. 
The blood traces were type 
O, Plum said, the same type 
as the victim’s blood. Shack- 
lett’s questioning of the de­ 
tective revealed that traces of 
type O blood also were found 
under the victim’s fingernails 
and the defense lawyer won­ 
dered if the girl’s attacker 
also might have been injured 
in the struggle. Plum said he 
had no way of knowing.

POMONA — A trial lawyer 


and an insurance executive 


crossed swords over no-fault 


insurance at Pomona Host 


Lions Clubs luncheon meet­ 


ing Thursday at the 
Elks 


Lodge. 


Speakers were Allen Cob- 
bee, vice president of Fire­ 
man’s Fund Insurance, and 
Claremont attorney 
William 
Shernoff. 


They reached agreement on 
only one point: that reform is 
needed in the field of automo­ 
bile insurance. 


But exactly how that re­ 
form is to be accomplished 
was still very much up in the 
air when president Art Cox 
adjourned the meeting with 
“ We commit this case to the 
jury. You listeners are that 
jury.” 


Cobbee, 
who favored no­ 
fault insurance in California, 
spoke first. 
The basic function of au­ 
tomobile insurance, he said, 
is to collect premiums, funnel 
them through the system and 
pay out as much as is human­ 
ly possible through claims. 
“ Currently the system 
is 
paying out only 56 cents of 
every $1 collected,” he said. 
“ If it could be upped to pay 
back 70 cents of every $1 the 
system would be more ef­ 
ficient.” 
No-fault could accomplish 
this. 
“ Maybe it is time to take a 
look at the basic concept of 
negligence and adopt a more 
moralistic system of claim 
settlement,” Cobbee said. 
Such a system could fun­ 
ction much 
like workmen’s 
compensation, he explained. 
Cobbee talked about “ thres­ 
hold” (a level established by 
s t a t u t e which determines 


amounts paid to that point) 
and ‘economic loss” (reim­ 
bursements for 
lost wages 
and medical expenses but not 
for pain and suffering which 
were terms used in defeated 
no-fault legislation. 
“ There are methods avail­ 
able of including or eliminat­ 
ing reimbursements for pain 
and suffering in the no-fault 
plan” he said. 
“ I believe we should have a 
change in the system,” Cob­ 
bee said, “ but it should not 
be based on an emotional, 
pocketbook approach which is 
only relevant when you’re tal­ 
king 0f benefits.” 
No-fault insurance, Cobbee 
said, could influence reform 
in automobile design. 
‘Whatever change we have 
in automobile insurance in 
California will be a compro­ 
mise,” Cobbee said. 
He predicted the no-fault 
legislation, 
killed 
in 
com­ 
mittee this year, will be brough 


up again before the 1972 Leg­ 
islature. 
Shernoff, strongly opposed 
to no-fault insurance, said re­ 
form is needed because cur­ 
rent insurance rates are too 
high and it takes too long to 
get claims before the courts. 
“ The no-fault plan is tied to 
the new consumer revolution 
and is the biggest consumer 
fraud to hit this country in a 
long time because it comes at 
a time when there is need for 
reform,” Shernoff said. 
Most glaring faults of no­ 
fault, he said, are proposals 
being 
made 
by 
insurance 
companies boosting it “ with 
money to hire lobbyists and 
buy ads. 
“ The injured people have 
no budget for lobbyists or 
ads,” he said. 
The 
supporting 
insurance 
companies don’t tell you what 
you’re going to get or what 
you’re going to give up, Sher­ 
noff continued and “ one of 


the things you give up under 
no-fault insurance is the right 
to a jury trial.” 
“ Instead they propose sub­ 
stituting a schedule of what 
should be paid under certain 
conditions, and the insurance 
companies set the amounts. 
“ This is the heart of the 
problem. We should have a 
fair system. People should be 
compensated 
for 
their 
in­ 
juries. 
“ My real wish on the no­ 
fault plan is that the public 
r e a l l y gets educated. 
It 
sounds good — low rates, ev­ 
erybody gets paid, but what 
they don’t tell you is that you 
get no jury trial and you 
don’t get paid for pain and 
suffering.” 
Shernoff said he was glad 
there are legislators like As­ 
semblyman Pete Schabarum, 
R-49th Dist., who voted no on 
no-fault bills. 
“ This legislation was de­ 
feated by legislators who took 


time to scrutinize so the basic 
rights of individuals were pro­ 
tected,’’ he said. 
Shernoff said some persons 
have said you don’t really 
care about people. All you re­ 
ally care about is your fee. 
This, he said, is not true. 
“ A trial lawyer can move into 
any law field and make a 
good 
fee. 
We 
really 
care 
about the public,” he said. 
During the question and an­ 
swer period, Cobbee pointed 
out 
that under no-fault, 
a 
large portion of claims could 
be settled in arbitration clear­ 
ing 
the 
courts 
for 
major 
cases. 
He said there was a “ credi- 
bdity 
nan” 
between w h a t 
Shernoff had said and what 
actually was contained in one 
no-fault plan, the Fenton Bill, 
which had provisions for al­ 
lowing plaintiffs to go into 
court and collect on major 
injuries such as loss of vision 
and loss of earning power.

We a re g o ing thro ug h a perio d o f ea rthqua ke 
cha ng es no w in huma n a ffa irs. Indeed, fo r mo st o f 
this century we ha v e been liv ing a stride a v erita ble 
Sa n Andrea s fa ult o f histo ry a nd we a re currently 
ex periencing a no ther o f wha t g eo lo g ists ca ll a 
“ swa rm” o f temblo rs. 


To ma ny peo ple, the entry o f Co mmunist China into 
the United Na tio ns a nd the ex pulsio n o f the Na tio na list 
Chinese g o v ernment 
o f Ta iwa n wa s a sudden 
a nd a la rming ev ent. 


Yet much a s we ma y dislike the new scenery we 
see, we kno w tha t the upwa rd thrusting o f China is 
o nly a respo nse to underly ing rea lity . 


Ma inla nd China ha s mo re tha n 7 00 millio n peo ple. 
It ca nno t help but be a fo rce in wo rld a ffa irs. The 
scra mble o f so ma ny na tio ns, including a ll o f the 
ma jo r a llies o f the United Sta tes, to o pen diplo ma tic 
a nd eco no mic rela tio ns with China pro v es ho w a rti­ 
ficia l a nd ho w stra ined wa s the situa tio n which pre­ 
v a iled fo r so me two deca des. 


The wo rld is no w try ing to a djust to the a fter­ 
sho cks o f this new sta te o f a ffa irs. In this co untry , 
the Sena te do es no t kno w quite wha t it wa nts o r 
fo reig n po licy to be. A rea lig nment, po ssibly a dra s­ 
tic o ne, o f the ma jo r po wers is sha ping up. 


China , sa y s Industry Week, wa nts to industria lize 
but ha s been una ble to . It distrusts Russia , which 
withdrew its technica l a id in the 1 960s, a nd thus ha s 
o nly o ne o bv io us seo urce fo r dev elo pment a ssis­ 
ta nce—the United Sta tes. 


Other o bserv ers believ e tha t the Ja pa nese, who se 
wo rld ha s been turned upside do wn by President 
Nix o n’s mino r tra de wa r with them a nd his ra p­ 
pro chement with China , will be fo rced to dra w clo ­ 
ser to their a ncient enemy . 


Likewise, in a n equa l a nd o ppo site rea ctio n, Rus­ 
sia a ppea rs a nx io us to increa se co mmerica l ties 
with the United Sta tes a nd Western Eruo pe. And the 
la tter, with the a dditio n o f Brita in to the Co mmo n 
Ma rket, pro mises to emerg e a s a n eco no mic fo rce 
o n a pa r with the United Sta tes a nd U.S.S.R. 


But no thing tha t ha ppens a s a result o f these rela - 
ig nments will ha ppen suddenly , o ut o f a clea r blue 
sky . 


Peo ple who liv e in ea rthqua ke belts welco me mi­ 
no r tremo rs. They kno w tha t these energ y -relea sing 
a djustments in the ea rth’s crust decrea se the likeli­ 
ho o d o f a ma jo r sho ck. It is when a fa ult zo ne ha s 
been quiet fo r a lo ng perio d tha t the situa tio n is the 
mo st preca rio us. 


We must a lso understa nd a nd a da pt to inev ita ble 
po litica l rea lig nment. Any a ttempt to pen up his­ 
to rica l fo rces, to ig no re o r resist cha ng e, to pretend 
tha t a ny sta tus quo is perma nent, o nly increa ses the 
po ssibility o f a ma jo r ca ta cy lsm—like a wo rld wa r.

He o bserv es tha t so me $3 1 billio n will be spent 
this y ea r, a t a ll lev els o f g o v ernment o n pro v erty 
pro g ra ms. “ And y et” , he a dds, “ it is questio na ble 
whether a ny o f tho se pro g ra ms ha v e remo v ed a 
sing le perso n fro m po v erty . It mig ht be intrig uing 
fo r sena to rs to co ntempla te tha t, if we elimina ted 
a ll these pro g ra ms a nd burea ucra cies, a nd div ided 
tha t $3 1 billio n a mo ng the peo ple who a re under the 
po v erty line, ev ery fa mily o f fo ur wo uld receiv e a 
to ta l o f $4 ,800, a lmo st $1 ,000 o v er the po v erty line. 
We wo uld elimina te po v erty co mpletely in Ameri­ 
ca . . .it is Incumbent upo n us in the Sena te to be 
much mo re critica l o f the a ctua l perfo rma nce o f 
ma ny o f the pro g ra ms we pa ss.” Sena to r Ribico ff’s 
rema rks help to ex pla in why welfa re tha s beco me 
a n issue o f tra nscendenta l impo rta nce.

minican from Adrian, Mich­ 
igan. From her present acti­ 
vities one would never believe 
convent life to be inhibiting. 
Once an airplance pilot and 
the youngest woman lawyer 
in the U.S. before she became 
a nun. Sister Ann Joachim 
now is a leading candidate for 
election to the Adrian City 
Commission. Last year she 
toured the Soviet Union for 
two weeks. Her campaign is 
based on her promise to work 
actively for civil rights in ra­ 
cial housing and employment 
problem areas.

When she 
joined the Sisters of St. Do­ 
minic in 1928, she became 
their legal counsel.

about her feelings on religious 
life. 
“ One of the sisters in my 
convent 
in 
Brooklyn,” 
she 
said with a grin, “ told me 
that when asked why I don’t 
leave the convent I should 
simply tell you that I’m a 
nut.” 
Sister Paschal is a teacher 
and a talented musician. But 
she has had to take a break 
from teaching for awhile be­ 
cause she has a serious heart 
condition—one that 
involved 
open heart surgery. 
“ 1 love my religious life,” 
she said. “ I love my commu­ 
nity. Our order has had its 
difficulties, 
too,” 
she 
ad­ 
mitted. When the Vatican II 
renewal first came in in 1967, 
s e v e r a l 
of 
our 
sisters 
left—about 25. 
“ I 
think 
1 
am 
fortunate 
even in my illness,” said this 
nun who entered the convent 
al 22 and has been a nun for 
an additional 22 years. “ It 
gave me strength. I think the 
word ‘support’ is very impor­ 
tant in religious life. We sup­ 
port one another as a commu­ 
nity and we also support one 
another in our prayers.” 
To talk with Sister Paschal 
you wouldn’t think she had a 
worry in the world, much less 
a bad heart. 
“ I love to cook,” she said. 
“ And 
because 
my 
health 
made it necessary to give up 
teaching for awhile, by my 
own choice I cook for our 
house. And I’ve got them all 
on Weight Watchers. I even 
give them their lunch to take 
to school so that they stay on 
the diet.” 
Sister Paschal believes that 
her order succeeded in keep­ 
ing most of its nuns and keep­ 
ing m touch w ith the world 
outside, 
too, 
because 
they 
didn’t go too far too fast with 
the 
freedom 
that 
resulted 
from 
renewal. 
“ We 
didn’t 
even discuss the 
habit 
at 
first,” she said. “ Some of our 
sisters are still wearing the 
long habit. But we can do as 
we please.” 
Some ex-nuns said they felt 
the habit was a barrier be­ 
tween them and the people 
they were trying to help. Sis­ 
ter Paschal’s reaction was a 
merry, “ Nothing’s a barrier 
when you talk as much as I 
do. No one even notices what 
I ’m wearing.” 
She believes that the break­ 
ing down of all strict barriers 
made many women leave the 
convent. They didn’t like the 
change.

“ Still,” she added, “ some 
of our young ones think we 
are not doing enough. The 
middle-aged ones think we’re 
going too fast.” 
Other nuns feel that the re­ 
volution is not against the 
idea 
of 
religious 
life 
but 
against its structures. 
“ What we are coping with,’ 
said one nun, “ is our own 
propaganda. Those professio­ 
nally religious people are the 
ones who give Our Lord the 
trouble. To call ourselves re­ 
ligious, for instance. Isn’t that 
implying that everyone else is 
not?” 
Well, the number of nuns 
may be declining but it seems 
a safe observation that all is 
not hopeless—especially since 
practicality is a quality gen­ 
erously spread among those 
who have stayed in the con­ 
vent. 
For one example, we can 
go back to our cloistered Sis­ 
ter Helen Therese. 
‘If I had my choice of two 
postulants,’ she said, quoting 
16th Century Sister Teresa of 
Avila, “ one of whom had a 
great deal of piety and not 
much sense and the other of 
whom had a great deal of 
sense and not much piety, I 
would choose the one with the 
common sense and train her 
to be pious. God help the 
community 
that 
takes 
in 
these pious women who have 
NO sense.” 
An attitude like that ought 
to keep the battle flags flying 
on the distaff side of Peter’s 
Church and keep the convent 
thriving for a long time to 
come.

The Doctor Comments 
An Injured Muscle May Cause Trouble 


By LAWRENCE LAMB, M.D. 
DEAR DR . LAMB - My 
10-year-old son was 
taking 
judo lessons. He missed a 
couple of times and the next 
time he went, the instructor 
threw him the whole period. 
It did something to his side 
right at the waist in back. 
This was several months ago. 
Whenever he gets a good jolt 
or fall on his bike, it starts 
all over again. He can’t even 
walk, it hurts so bad. He had 
an examination by a bone and 
joint surgeon and X rays. The 
doctor said he 
could 
find 
nothing wrong. 
He said it 
could be a slipped disk or pul­ 
led ligament but there was 
nothing he could do for him. 
He made no suggestions ex­ 
cept for him to be careful in 
his play. Said he would pro­ 
bably have it all his life. 
Could you please help me 
and isn’t there anything that

can be done? I hate to think 
of a young boy going through 
life with a bad back. 
Dear R eader — It seems 
like something could be done. 
From the history and the 
negative X-rays, I would ima­ 
gine that your boy’s problem 
is related to the muscles in 
that area. An injured muscle 
can 
cause 
continued 
diffi­ 
culties for years unless it is 
properly treated. There are a 
lot of factors that can con­ 
tribute to the problem besides 
just the incident of injury. 


Usually, the proper person 
to see for this type of prob­ 
lem, if there are no bone or 
joint injuries, is a specialist in 
physical medicine. Your coun­ 
ty or state medical society 
can help you find one. 


Although I can’t state with 
certainty whether the judo 
lessons had anything to do 
with your son’s back trouble, 
there is ample evidence that 
judo and most contact sports 
are less likely to result in in­ 
jury if the person is in peak 
physical condition. If a person 
is not in peak condition he 
should gradually build up to 
the proper level of fitness be­ 
fore going all out. 
A muscle that is injured or 
functioning 
improperly 
can 
cause severe pain, and it can 
be referred to some other lo­ 
cation in the body, just as a 
painful tooth can cause re­ 
ferred pain or the gall blad­ 
der can cause pain in the 
shoulder, 
or 
the 
heart 
(a 
muscle) cause pain in the 
arm or jaw. To solve and 
treat faulty muscles requires 
a 
careful 
complete 
exam­ 
ination of all 
the possible 
muscles involved. 
A faulty 
muscle can cause periodic or 
persistent cramplike actions 
that set up the pain pattern.

The distrinctive beauty of 
indoor plants blends nature 
with home decor, and adds a 
unique touch to any room—be 
it the living room, kitchen, 
family area, bedroom or bath. 
Certain of the fancy-leafed 
plants are especially welcome 
as winter approaches. These 
include plants with variegated 
foliages, whose sunny leaves, 
sparkling with pattern and co­ 
lor, bring sunshine into any 
room. 
Especially effective is the 
g o l d e n 
philodendron, 
a 
small — leafed charmer that 
can be trained on a support 
to

its 
refreshing 
beauty. The soft green leaves 
are splashed with yellow and 
the combination compliments 
most any indoor surround­ 
ings. 
Gold dieffenbachia is a tall, 
upright-grownwing 
plant. 
It

—The 13-year-career of Elgin 


Baylor as a star of the Na­ 


tional Basketball Association 


with the Los Angeles Lakers 


had drawn to a close today 


by the voluntary retirement 
of the brilliant forward. 
Baylor could have played 
out the 1971-72 season, which 
he said would be his last, but 
the 37-year-old veteran de­ 
cided it was time to quit. 


Baylor made a comeback 
this season after having sat 
out last year, except for a 
few games at the start of the 
season, with a leg injury. 
“ I had hoped to end my ca­ 
reer after one last successful 


season,” Baylor said Thurs­ 
day in his retirement state­ 
ment. “ Out of fairness to the 
fans, to the Lakers and to 
myself, I have always wanted 
to perform on the court up to 
the level and standards that I

have established throughout 
my career. 


“ I do not wish to prolong 
my career to the time when I 
cannot maintain those stan­ 
dards.” 


Although coming off a year 
of inactivity, Baylor had per- 
f o r m e d 
creditably 
even 
though he apparently was not 
satisfied. He had appeared in 
nine games this season and 
played 239 minutes, scoring 
107 points for an average of 
11.8 per game and captured 
55 rebounds. 


But 
that 
was 
not 
good 
enough for a player who had 
scored 23,149 points in his ca­ 
reer to rank third on the all- 
time NBA list behind Wilt 
Chamberlain and Oscar Rob­ 
ertson. 


‘‘I wish to announce my re­ 
tirement 
from 
professional 
basketball as an active play­ 
er,“ Baylor said. 
But that did not mean Bay­ 
lor’s retirement from his as­ 
sociation with the sport he 
had played since grammar 
school and starred in both as 
a high school performer and 
at the University of Seattle 
from which he was drafted 13 
years ago by the then Min­ 
neapolis Lakers. 
Baylor will remain with the 
Lakers as a scout and public 
relations consultant. He had 
been mentioned even before 
his retirement as a possible 
NBA coach when his playing 
days were over. 
Baylor, however, has nu­ 
merous business activities in 
S o u t h e r n California and 
c o a c h i n g would have to 
outweigh them. 
Lakers owner Jack Kent 
Cooke said no one ever again 
would wear Baylor’s No. 22 
for the club. 
“ That is as it should be,” 
Cooke said. “ One of the privi­ 
leges I have enjoyed as owner 
of the Lakers has been my 


association with the man who 
deserved the description of 
superstar as much as any 
athlete that has ever lived.” 


Coach Bill Sharman said he 
felt Baylor had made a tre­ 
mendous effort for a come­ 
back considering his many in­ 
juries and surgery on his 
Achilles tendon.

Too Many Hospitals in Valley May Boost Costs

There’s a good chance that 
by the sum m er of 1972 the 
Pomona Valley m ay be over­ 
saturated with hospitals. 


The 
clutter 
of 
hospitals 
could cause increased costs of 
medical care, a scram ble for 
qualified 
medical 
personnel 
and fierce competition among 
the hospitals, a state official 
claims. 


A total of 11 hospitals will 
be in operation by next sum ­ 
m er in an 
area 
extending 
from Chino to Glendora. New 
hospitals are now under con­ 
struction in Chino, Montclair, 


San Dimas and Glendora, and 
all but two of the seven exist­ 
ing hospitals have future ex­ 
pansion plans and most of 
these will increase the bed 
capacity of present facilities. 
One of the existing seven, 
Glendora Community Hospi­ 
tal, just completed a $1.8 mil- 
1 i o n 
expansion 
which 
in­ 
creased 
the 
bed 
capacity 
fiom 80 to 181 beds. 
The result of the 
“over­ 
bedding,” a term used by of­ 
ficials at the Southern Califor- 
n i a 
Comprehensive 
Health 
Planning Council, Los Ang­ 
eles, will be additional medic­ 
al costs to the public with 
poorer service, they claim. 


An official at the council, 
who requested that his name 
be withheld, said the over­ 
bedding is not just a “ local 
scandal” 
but 
a 
statewide 
problem which is the result of 
a deficiency in the law. 
All of the four new hospitals 
were granted permission to 
build 
under 
a 
grandfather 
clause of the Duffy Act, a law 
passed in 1969 to regulate the 
amount of hospitals to the 
need of the area. 
T h e 
grandfather 
clause 
gave applicants who had pre­ 
sented preliminary plans for 
hospital construction to the 
state's public health depart­ 
ment the green light if the 


hospital was under construc­ 
tion by January of 1970. 
The health planning official 
said he didn’t know where 
new hospitals would get me­ 
dical personnel because of the 
national shortage of doctors 
and nurses. 
He said the local problem 
would probably result in “ pi­ 
rating” 
of 
qualified 
staff 
m em bers 
from 
the 
seven 
existing 
hospitals. 
He 
ex­ 
plained that hospitals would 
have to lure doctors and nur­ 
ses by overbidding their serv­ 
ices which would be reflected 
in the cost of medical treat­ 
ment to patients. 
“ Hospitals 
will 
eventually 


start cutting quality in care, 
food and services. It’s the 
patient who will suffer and 
the public who will pay,” he 
said. 
The 
o f f i c i a l 
said 
he 
couldn’t forecast any solution 
to the local future oversatura­ 
tion of hospitals and said it is 
possible that some may fold 
up in the fierce competition to 
survive. 
He said he knows of four 
hospitals which are how in 
operation in Southern Califor­ 
nia which are facing bank­ 
ruptcy. 
Sherman Thompson, admin­ 
istrator of Ontario Commu­ 
nity 
Hospital, 
frankly 
ad­ 


mitted his dism ay over the 
construction of two new hospi­ 
tals in his im m ediate area. 


“ It 
will 
ham per 
us,” 


Thompson said. “We have in­ 


vested thousands here for fu­ 
ture needs of the community. 


1 don’t know where they are 
going to get qualified doctors 
and nurses to staff these hos­ 
pitals. We are having prob­ 
lems 
with 
our 
own 
future 
needs in this area.” 
The 
Ontario 
Community 
Hospital, at 933 Deodar St., is 
planning a $500,000 expansion 
program which will revamp 
surgery, the receiving room 
and 
emergency 
room. 
The 


hospital is now a 99-bed oper­ 
ation but has plans to expand 
to 240 beds by 1980 and an ul­ 
tim ate goal of 325 beds. 
Thompson’s complaints cen­ 
tered around Doctor’s Hospi­ 
tal in Montclair and Chino 
General Hospital. 
Both 
are 
now under construction.

Labor's Retroactive Pay Demands Hit

WASHINGTON (UPI) - O r ­ 
ganized labor’s move to win 
approval for all pay raises 
negotiated before the freeze 
cam e 
under 
heavy 
attack 
from the White House today, 
even though the effort won an 
initial victory in Congress. 


With the formal wage-price- 
rent freeze due to end Nov. 
13, the Pay Board was report­ 
ed only a day or two away 
from reaching a decision on 
the retroactive pay and other 
issues it will be deciding in 
President Nixon’s 
Phase 
II 
economic plan. 


The five labor members on 
the 
pay 
panel, 
including 
AFL-CIO 
President 
George 
Meany, have been demanding 
a flat release of all pay in­ 
creases negotiated before the 
freeze 
began 
but 
held 
up 
when Nixon imposed his eco­ 
nomic controls Aug. 15. The 
five m em bers of the board 
representing the public are 
opposed 
to 
the 
retroactive 
pay increases and have prop­ 
osed extending the freeze un­ 
til Jan. 1, with pay increases 
after that limited to 5 per 
cent. 


The House Banking Com­ 
mittee voted Tuesday to force 
the approval of 
retroactive 
pay 
increases, 
except 
for 
those grossly disproportionate 
to the general 
wage level. 
The directive would be part 
of the legislative machinery 
the administration is seeking 


to continue its economic con­ 
trols. 
But President Nixon imme­ 
diately issued a statement at­ 
tacking the com mittee’s deci­ 
sion, saying: 


“ If the Congress enacts this 
amendment to the economic 
stabilization act, I believe it 
would seriously jeopardize the 
ability of the Pay Board and 
Price Commission 
to reach 
the goals we all expect of the 
postfreeze program .” 
The President added that 
he was not prejudging whe­ 
ther the pay increases were 
justified, only that Congress 
should let the Pay Board de­ 
cide for itself. But he said the 
com mittee’s 
decisions 
were 
“ damaging and clearly incon­ 
sistent with the effort to ach­ 
ieve a reasonable price stabil­ 
ity.” 
Banking Committee Chair­ 
man Wright Patman, D-Tex., 
in turn accused Nixon of turn­ 
ing the issue into a partisan 
political one.

Hare Prone To Suffer 
Blackouts, Court Told 


ONTARIO — A 
physician 


and a 
psychiatrist 
testified 


Wednesday in West Valley Su­ 


perior Court that Larry Joe 


Hare, a life inmate convicted 
of stabbing a correctional of­ 
ficer, had a painful knee con­ 
dition and was prone to suffer 
blackouts.

Parlour, 
Pacific 
State 
Hospital 
psy­ 
chiatrist, told a seven-woman, 
five-man jury that found Hare 
and another convict at 
the 
California Institution for Men 
guilty of stabbing a guard two 
weeks ago that Hare had a 
serious head injury and rheu­ 
matic fever when he was you­ 
nger. 


Hare, 28, and Richard Car­ 
los Solis, 24, were in court 
Wednesday to hear testimony 
in Hare’s sanity trial. 
Hare 
and Solis w ere found guilty of 
stabbing correctional 
officer 
Robert L. Davidson in a cel! 
at CIM en April 29. 


Hare’s sanity trial is now in 
its second week. Last week, 
H are’s attorney, George Por­ 
ter, brought in several inm ates 
and two correctional officers 
to 
testify 
that 
his 
client 
frequently 
showed 
signs 
of 
losing touch with reality prior 
to the stabbing. 


P o r t e r , questioning Dr. 
Parlour, heard the psychiatr­ 
ist say that he had exam ined 
the defendents m edical histoi 
ry and conducted an exam , 
¡nation him self following thô 
stabbing. Parlour said 
that; 
Hare might be suffering front' 
psychomotor epilepsy, a con* 
dition that m ay cause a per­ 
son to black out under emo- 
tinal stress. 


Earlier, Dr. Jam es Bertrand 
Anderson testified that prio|j 
to the stabbing of Davidsoç 
he had treated Hare for a 
painful knee condition by giv­ 
ing him the sedative drugs 
Dilanten and 
Stelazine. 
An­ 
derson said Hare was given 
the medication on the day o£ 
the stabbing. 


Hare had testified through­ 
out the trial that he saw Solis 
and Davidson arguing April 
29 and grabbed the correc­ 
tional officer to bring

Passes House After J 3 Hours 
Busing Out Education Bill OK

help schools pay the costs of 
desegregation. 
t he bill passed on a 332-38 
roll call vote after a m a ra ­ 
thon

started Thursday afternoon. 
The big measure, which in­ 
cluded a landm ark $5.4 billion 


program of direct federal aid 
to private and public colleges, 
put the House on a collision 
course with the Senate. E a r­ 
lier the Senate passed its own 
$18.5 billion, three-year higher 
education bill that has no an­ 
tibusing language. Differences 
in the two bills will have to 
be reconciled by conferences 
from both houses. 
T h e antibusing 
language 
cam e in a series of am end­ 
ments, the key one being of­ 
fered by Rep. Edith Green, 
D-Ore„ which said the gov­ 
ernm ent could not 
withhold 
education funds in order to 
force a school district to bus 
students. This would rem ove

Sales Tax Extended to 
Gas, Reagan Signs Bill 


♦^SACRAMENTO 
(UPI) 
—6ov. Ronald Reagan has 
signed a bill extending the 
sales tax to gasoline to help 
finance development of mass 
transit in automobile-oriented 
California. 
It means the price of an av­ 
erage gallon of gasoline will 
increase by 2 cents when the 
new tax takes effect next July 


The bill’s author, Senate 
leader James R. Mills, D-San 
Diego, called it the 1971 legis­ 
lature’s “ most important ac­ 
complishment” —one that will 
provide an antidote for urban 
sprawl and air pollution. 
The measure was supported 
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by 
local 
government, 
the 
business community and envi­ 
ronmentalists. 
Californians now pay a 1 
per cent sales tax on nearly 
everything but gasoline, the 
most 
noteable 
exceptions 
being groceries and prescrip­ 
tion drugs. 


Now Pay 11 Cents 
They also pay an 11-cent 
fuel tax on each gallon of 
gasoline— 7 cents of it going 
to the state and 4 cents going 
to the federal government. 
This money is used for high­ 
way constructioni. 
in signing the landmark bill 
late Thursday, Reagan in ef­ 
fect softened his oft-stated 
“ unalterable opposition” to a 
tax increase. 
But he said “ by helping to 
enable local officials to ac­ 
celerate their efforts m, devel­ 
oping comprehensive and ba- 
l a n c e d transportation sys­ 
tems—including the construc­ 
tion of local streets and roads 
and 
other 
related 
trans­ 
portation services —this bill 
can serve the long range best* 


interests of the people of Cali­ 
fornia.” 
The sales tax on gasoline 
will raise approximately $170 
million annually, Mills esti- 
m a t e d . All but $3 mil­ 
lion—which the state will re­ 
tain for transportation plann­ 
ing—will go to California’s 58 
counties. 
Any Purpose 
Roughly $130 million will 
be earmarked specifically for 
public transportation and ano­ 
ther $37 million may be used 
for any purpose. 
Counties with 
populations 
exceeding 500,000-except San 
Bernardino, which Mills said 
has far-flung road building 
problems—will be required to 
use their share of the money 
for some kind of mass trans­ 
portation. These funds will to­ 
tal more than $100 million. 
Smaller counties may use 
their share of the money, ap­ 
proximately $27 million, for 
general 
transportation 
pur­ 
poses such as road building 
and right-of-way acquisition. 
“ The concept of local con­ 
trol has been a cornerstone of 


this administration’s policy,” 
Reagan said in a prepared 
statement. “ This bill reaff­ 
irms that policy and empha­ 
sizes local control by placing 
directly in the hands of local­ 
ly elected officials the res­ 
ponsibility for assessing the 
overall public transportation 
needs 
of 
the communities 
they know and represent.” 
Matching Funds 
Mills said an important side 
effect of the bill will be to 
qualify local governments for 
matching funds to construct 
mass transit systems. For ev­ 
ery local dollar there will be 
two from Washington. 
“ This will usher in a new 
era for Californians. It will 
give us a way to avoid the 
m i n d 1 e ss type of urban 
sprawl that has resulted from 
the overdependence on the 
automobile. And it is a major 
step forward in the fight 
against air pollution.” 
Mills, an ardent bicyclist, 
added that “ perhaps it will 
bear the beginning of a rapid 
transit system in Los Ang­ 
eles.” 
Pollutants vs. Home Poison? 
Prof Calls for Phosphate Ban 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -A 
Chicago medical researcher 
today disclosed test results al­ 
leging that nonphosphate de­ 
tergents are far deadlier than 
drain cleaners if swallowed, 
and could lead to catastrophic 
results if 
widely used in 
American homes. 


Dr. George E. Block, a pro­ 
fessor of surgery at the Uni­ 
versity of Chicago, said new 
laundry products developed to 
replace environmentally sus­ 
pect phosphate detergents are 
so highly caustic they could 
kill or maim those who swal­ 
low them — particularly chil- 
d r e n . He suggested they 
should be banned. 


Block was called to testify 
before a Senate environment 


subcommittee on his recent 
research into stomach and 
throat 
injuries 
caused 
by 
caustic substances. A copy of 
a paper detailing his findings 
was made available to UPI. 
The study, made on cats, 
showed that more than 80 per 
cent of the animals given a 
single small dose of nonphos­ 
phate detergents suffered sev­ 
ere or fatal injuries. By con­ 
trast, no cats were harmed 
by 
the 
phosphate 
blends, 
which are banned in many 
communities as pollutants. 
Elsewhere in 
his paper, 
Block said laws banning phos­ 
phate laundry products as 
water polluters “ should be re­ 
pealed.” 
New phosphate-free laundry 
products are high in sodium 


carbonate, 
some of which 
Block said are nearly as 
caustic as Lye. 
He and his associates fed a 
lye drain cleaner — Drano 
— to two cats in their experi­ 
ment. Both survived the 72- 
hour test period, 
although 
both suffered severe throat 
and stomach injuries. 
Three other cats were given 
a phosphate detergent —Tide 
— and were unharmed. So 
were three others given tap 
water.

State, U.S. 
Funding of 
Schools Seen 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - A 
$2 million, four-year study 
has concluded that American 
school financing for the rich 
and poor is separate and une­ 
qual, with wealthy districts 
spending up to $5.50 per pupil 
for every $1 spent in poverty 
areas. 
I he National Education Fi­ 
nance Project, sponsored by 
the U.S. Office of Education, 
urged much more federal and 
state spending on schools and 
much less reliance on local 
pioperty taxes, which now 
provide the bulk of school fi­ 
nancing. 
“ The 
number of dollars 
spent on education should be 
based 
on 
the 
educational 
needs of the children rather 
than the wealth of the school 
district,” 
the 
project con­ 
cluded. 
Of about $40 billion now 
spent on elementary and sec­ 
ondary schools, the project 
reported, localities, raise 52 
per cent, states 41 per cent 
and the federal government 7 
per cent. 
The 
study 
recommended 
that to equalize spending na­ 
tionwide, 
the 
local 
share 
should be cut to between 10 
and 15 per cent, with states 
providing 55 per cent and the 
federal government boosting 
its share to between 22 and 30 
per cent. 
Dr. Roe L. Johns, a former 
University of Florida educa­ 
tional finance professor who 
headed the study, told a news 
conference Thursday the ine­ 
quality results partly from 
deliberate formation by af­ 
fluent suburbanites of sepa­ 
rate school districts. 
“ We ought to abolish at 
least 80 per cent of the 17,000 
school districts in the United 
States,” Johns said, largely 
by consolidating suburban and 
city districts. 
Johns said reliance on the 
property tax not only puts 
p o or districts at a dis­ 
advantage but also makes the 
schools lean on the most un­ 
fair and unpopular tax of all. 
He said this was the primary 
reason for defeat in many 
localities 
of 
proposed 
tax 
hikes and bond issues for 
school financing. 


Savings, Loan 
Interest Cut 


NEW YORK (U PI)—Major 
banks in New York and Cali­ 
fornia Thursday reduced the 
interest on personal loans by 
.55 per cent — a move ap­ 
proved by the White House 
and some leaders of Con­ 
gress. 
First National City Bank of 
New York, the second largest 
in the nation, reduced its 
mortgage rate from 7 1-2 to 7 
per cent and cut interest 
rates on “ discount” install­ 
ment loans under $5,000 by 
one-half point, which means a 
roughly 1 per cent reduction 
in the annual interest on such 
loans. 
At the same time, First Na­ 
tional City Bank said the in­ 
terest rate on passbook sav­ 
ings accounts with balances 
over $10,000 would be reduced 
to 4 per cent as of Jan. 1, 
though it would continue pay­ 
ing 4.5 per cent on accounts 
with balances under $10,000. 
But Citizens and Southern 
National Bank in Atlanta said 
it was tired of following de­ 
velopments in New York and 
would 
abandon 
the 
prime 
rate, negotiating each future 
prime loan according to “ our 
own money position.” 
In California, the Crocker 
National Bank of San Fran­ 
cisco, 12th largest is the na­ 
tion, announced “ an across- 
the-board” reduction in all its 
interest rates. The cut in­ 
cluded a drop from 8 to 7.5 
per cent in the interest on a 
real estate loan for a single- 
family home.

Tunney Gets 


His Answers, 


Rehnquist OK 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Wil­ 
liam H. Rehnquist’s nomination 
to the Supreme Court apparent­ 
ly will be confirmed by the Sen­ 
ate with little difficulty. 
Rehnquist reduced consid­ 
erably his liberal opposition 
by talking more freely Thurs­ 
day about his judicial philoso­ 
phy. 
After refusiing in almost two 
days of interrogation to talk 
about his personal beliefs in 
the field of civil rights and ci­ 
vil liberties, he reversed him­ 
self. 
Rehnquist had pleaded that 
to take public positions on 
many 
such 
questions 
now 
would jeopardize his freedom 
to decide cases in the field af­ 
ter confirmation. He also said 
that because he served as 
counsel to the attorney gener­ 
al, he could not talk about ad­ 
ministration positions on civil 
rights and civil liberties be­ 
cause to do so would violate 
the prohibition against a law­ 
yer disclosing his advice to 
his client. 
But in a late afternoon rev­ 
ersal, Rehnquist answered a 
series of questions from Sens. 
John V. Tunney, D-Calif., and 
Charles M. Mathias, R-Md., 
that he had refused to discuss 
before. 
To Tunney, 
he 
said 
he 
thought that any government 
surveillance of peaceable as­ 
semblies that had a “ chilling 
effect” on the exercise of the 
right to assembly was uncons­ 
titutional. 
Tunney, another liberal who 
at first had been unable to 
get Rehnquist to discuss his 
philosophy, said some of his 
doubts had been resolved. 
“ I believe he has a capacity 
for growth, the willingness to 
change his mind, and a wil­ 
lingness to apply standards of 
fairness,” Tunney said. 


Judge Raps 


And Shippers 


SAN FRANCISCO (U P I)—A 
federal judge ruled Thursday 
that West Coast shippers and 
longshoremen both had vio­ 
lated 
the 
Taft-Hartley 
Act 
and warned that for any fu­ 
ture port disputes he would 
fine them $25,000 a day. 
U.S. District Judge William 
T. Sweigert ruled that both 
the Pacific Maritime Associa­ 
tion 
and 
the 
International 
Longshoremen 
and 
Ware­ 
housemen’s Union 
were in 
contempt of court for failing 
to end work slowdowns and 
stoppages. 
He imposed no fines, but or­ 
dered them to resume shipp­ 
ing during the remainder of 
the Taft-Hartley 80-day "cool­ 
ing off” period which ends 
Dec. 26. 
In reaffirming his Interim 
order of last Saturday, the 
judge set guidelines whereby 
the union would have to sup­ 
ply “ steady men” and the 
PM A accept them on the 
same basis they had prior to 
the 100-day strike which be­ 
gan July 1. 
Since the Taft-Hartley in­ 
junction went into effect Oct. 
6 the ports of Los Angeles- 
Long Beach and Oakland had 
operations disrupted by the 
PMA’s insistence that they 
could hire “ steady men” for 
skilled jobs such as crane 
operators.. The union said all 
jobs should be assigned from 
the hiring hall on a rotation 
basis. 
Many of the men in the 
“ steady” category 
resigned 
their jobs during the past few 
weeks and did other work on 
assignment from union hall. 
The PM A responded by sus­ 
pending some operations. 
The companies have argued 
all along that steady workers j 
were necessary for safety, 
whereas the 1LWU said they 
want the work spread among 
qualified 
men to “ equalize 
earnings.”

Burial Sites Scarce 
For America’s Vets 
These two clippings, concerning free burials for veterans, 


are both from ihe same issue of the Progress-Bulletin. If the 
situation is what it apuears to be, I think you would be doing 
your readers a service to alert them to this, which may be the 
latest i»i the never-ending gimmicks to trap the unwary. 
We thoroughly enjoy your column and have picked up some 


good tips from it. After being burned a few times in the past, 
we have become pretty cagey, so I’m glad to say we haven’t 
had any problems. 
We recently bought a “ two-week-old” demonstrator vacuum 


cleaner for $200 and ended up with a brand new identical model 
for $185 through: 
—Screaming like a wounded eagle when it became apparent 


we had been had. Including a threat to contact Action Line. 
—Having the foresight to make the salesman put it all in 


writing, including his promise that 1 could return the vacuum 
if dissatisfied. This is something people should insist on for 
their own protection. 
Anyway, please investigate the cemeteries. And hang in 


there! You’re doing a tine job.— J.J., Pomona. 


One of the newspaper clippings you enclosed is an advertise­ 
ment for Forest Lawn Memorial Park promising free burial 
space to honorably discharged veterans of the United States 
armed forces. ‘ Ihe only cost to the veteran,” says the ad, “ is 
$29.50, which meets the iequirements of state law for a one­ 
time deposit in the Endowment Care Fund.” 
The second clip is a news article telling veterans that 
they're entitled to be buried in a national cemetery at no 
expense. ‘‘The trouble is that many Americans, vaguely aware 
of these benefits, are being conned into costly burial schemes 
by salesmen who trade on this partial knowledge.” 
The article reports how a career soldier had answered such 
an ad, was visited by a salesman, signed some papers, and 
within a month found himself the owner of a cemetery lot and 
a debt for $748.80. Furthermore, the debt had been assigned to 
a finance company, which promptly sent him a payment book 
together with a request tor the first monthly installment. 
Action Line immediately contacted the management of For­ 
est Lawn and in the spirit of equal time we will publish a 
portion of the reply. 
“ Most veterans are entitled to free burial in national ceme­ 
teries,” we were told. “ However, the shortage of space is 
critical throughout the United States. Of the 85 national ceme­ 
teries, 39 are already closed, six are expected to close within 
five years, and another 12 are expected to close within 10 years. 
“ The Army estimates there are about 50 million eligible 
persons, including veterans and members of their families, but 
there is space to accommodate only about five million. There­ 
fore, only one in 10 eligible can be interred in government 
cemeteries. The nearest presently open government cemetery 
is at Willamette, Oregon.” 
Action Line found portions of the statement and some of the 
figures substantiated in the August, 1971, “ Retired Naval Per­ 
sonnel Newsletter,” published by the Department of the Navy. 
When a veteran is buried in a national cemetery, we were 
told by Forest Lawn, the government picks up the entire tab, 
except transportation expense of the remains, travel expense 
for members ot the family, mortuary charges, and charges for 
professional services belore the deceased is transported. 
“ The government estimates the cost of a national cemetery 
system at $5.4 billion, indicating the improbability of addition­ 
al government cemeteries being opened in the foreseeable fu­ 
ture,” says a spokesman for Forest Lawn. He says a newly 
designated section at Forest Lawn is intended to relieve veter­ 
ans’ families of a portion of the hardship, as the property for 
the veteran will be given free. 
“ There is no requirement to purchase vaults, memorial tab­ 
lets, caskets, or anything else. There is no requirement to 
purchase additional property or to use any of Forest Lawn’s 
other facilities in order to qualify.” 
Action Line believes that Forest Lawn’s advertisement is 
legitimate. We suspect that it is good business to give a plot of 
land to a veteran, tor chances are that Forest Lawn may be 
called to provide the casket, vault, and memorial tablet at the 
time of death. That’s a difficult time for a widow to go com­ 
parison shopping. 
“ Property for members of the veteran’s family is available, 
immediately adjacent to that of the veteran’s,” says the spo­ 
kesman, “ and at substantial predevelopment savings. Pur­ 
chase oi additional property is totally optional.” 
ihe management says it has given away hundreds of free 
properties, to both veterans and military personnel, since the 
beginning of its veterans program last July, and will continue 
to do so for as long as additional space remains available, 
with the only required payment of $29.50 for the endowment 
care fund. “ Thoroughly trained memorial counselors «there’s a 
euphemism if we ever heard one)—not high-pressure salesmen— 
are ready, able, and anxious to continue to serve the needs of 
their community.” 
The Navy newsletter has the final word on the subject. “ Some 
private cemetery operators use the lack of space in national 
cemeteries in their advertisements or solicitations to veterans. 
“ Although it is acknowledged that many offers are from rep­ 
utable firms, retirees are advised to make sure they thoroughly 
understand any contracts they sign to be sure there are no costs 
or additional expenses not anticipated.”

Andrew took a stick and 
knocked 
it to the

told 
Sheriff’s 
Deputy Richard Lindners who 
arrived to investigate. 
Lindners described the ob­ 
ject as a box about one foot 
by eight inches high and very 
light.

Norton Air Force Base offi­ 
cials «aid the device could 
have been one or two things. 
The first might be a weather 
monitor fired into the atmos­ 
phere by a rocket and re­ 
leased. The device, called a 
Rccke^sond, 
transmits 
data 
frcm the release noint to the 
ground and then is no longer 
useful. 
The second possibility, said 
officials, is a device used by 
the San Bernardino County 
Air Pollution Control District 
to record and transmit smog 
data.

Debate for Lions Club 
Pros and Cons of No-Fault Insurance

POMONA — A trial lawyer 
and an insurance executive 


crossed swords over no-fault 


insurance at 
Pomona 
Host 


Lions Clubs luncheon meet­ 
ing Thursday at 
the 
Elks 


Lodge. 


Speakers were Allen Cob- 
bee, vice president of Fire­ 
man’s Fund Insurance, and 
Claremont attorney William 
Shernoff. 


They reached agreement on 
only one point: that reform is 
needed in the field of automo­ 
bile insurance. 


But exactly how that re­ 
form is to be accomplished 
was still very much up in the 
air when president Art Cox 
adjourned the meeting with 
“ We commit this case to the 
jury. You listeners are that 
jury.” 


Cobbee, 
who favored no­ 
fault insurance in California, 
spoke first. 
The basic function of au­ 
tomobile insurance, he said, 
is to collect premiums, tunnel 
them through the system and 
pay out as much as is human­ 
ly possible through claims. 
“ Currently the system 
is 
paying out only 56 cents of 
every $1 collected,” he said. 
“ If it could be upped to pay 
back 70 cents of every $1 the 
system would be more ef­ 
ficient.” 
No-fault could accomplish 
this. 
“ Maybe it is time to take a 
look at the basic concept of 
negligence and adopt a more 
moralistic system ot 
claim 
settlement,” Cobbee said. 
Such a system could fun­ 
ction much 
like workmen’s 
compensation, he explained. 
Cobbee talked about “ thres­ 
hold” (a level established by 
s t a t u t e which determines 


amounts paid to that point) 
and ‘economic loss” (reim­ 
bursements for 
lost wages 
and medical expenses but not 
for pain and suffering which 
were terms used in defeated 
no-fault legislation. 
“ There are methods avail­ 
able of including or eliminat­ 
ing reimbursements for pain 
and suffering in the no-fault 
plan” he said. 
“ I believe we should have a 
change in the system,” Cob­ 
bee said, “ but it should not 
be based on an emotional, 
pocketbook approach which is 
only relevant when you’re tal- 
ki"" of benefits,” 
No-fault insurance, Cobbee 
said, could influence reform 
in automobile design. 
‘Whatever change we have 
in automobile insurance in 
California will be a compro­ 
mise,” Cobbee said. 
He predicted the no-fault 
legislation, 
killed 
in 
com­ 
mittee this year, will be brough 


Up again before the 1972 Leg­ 
islature. 
Shernoff, strongly opposed 
to no-fault insurance, said re­ 
form is needed because cur­ 
rent insurance rates are too 
high and it takes too long to 
get cluims before the courts. 
“ The no-fault plan is tied to 
the new consumer revolution 
and is the biggest consumer 
fraud to hit this country in a 
long time because it comes at 
a time when there is need for 
reform," Shernoff said. 
Most glaring faults of no­ 
fault, he said, are proposals 
being 
made 
by 
insurant“ 
companies boosting it “ with 
rnoncv to hire lobbyists aid 
buy ads. 
“ The injured people have 
no budget for lobbyists or 
ads," he said. 
The 
supporting 
insurance 
companies don’t tell you what 
you’re going to get or what 
you’re going to give up, Sher­ 
noff continued and “ one of 


the things you give up under 
no-fault insurance is the right 
to a jury trial.” 
“ Instead they propose sub­ 
stituting a schedule of what 
should be paid under certain 
conditions, and the insurance 
companies set the amounts. 
“ This is the heart of the 
problem. We should have a 
fair system. People should be 
compensated 
for 
their 
in­ 
juries. 
“ My real wish on the no­ 
fault plan is that the public 
r e a l l y gets educated. 
It 
sounds good — low rates, ev­ 
erybody gets paid, but what 
they doi’t tell you is that you 
get no jury trial and you 
don’t get paid for pain and 
suffering.” 
Shernoff said be was glad 
there are legislators like As­ 
semblyman Pete Schabarum, 
R-49th Dist., who voted no on 
no-fault bills. 
“ This legislation was de­ 
feated by legislators who took 


time to scrutinize so the basii 
rights of individuals were pro 
tected,” he said. 
Shernoff said some person 
have said you don’t reall; 
care about people. All you re 
ally care about is your fee.

Now, Realignment 
Of World Powers 


Human history is much like geological history. 


Just as mountains and plateaus thrust themselves 
up and decay so have various people and cultures 
risen above the landscape of their times, only to 
sink back eventually into the flatness of obscurity. 
All is restlessness, constant change. 


Nor is change necessarily slow and gradual in 
either case. The earth is still young enough to be 
capable of violent eruptions and cataclysmic up­ 
heavals which suddenly and profoundly alter the state 
of things. Violence and suddenness certainly seem 
to characterize human history'. 


But just as natural forces may build for decades 
or centuries to produce an earthquake that lasts a 
matter of seconds, the tremors and temblors that 
rock human history’ are also the product of strains 
and imbalances built up over the years. 


And in human as well as geological terms, equili­ 
brium is only temporary. New strains immediately 
begin building up. Nothing is permanent. 


We are going through a period of earthquake 
changes now in human affairs. Indeed, for most of 
this century we have been living astride a veritable 
San Andreas fault of history and we are currently 
experiencing another of whal 
geologists call a 
“swarm” of temblors. 


To many people, the entry of Communist China into 
the United Nations and the expulsion of the Nationalist 
Chinese government 
of Taiwan 
was a sudden 
and alarming event. 


Yet much as we may dislike the new seenery we 
see, we know that the upward thrusting of China is 
only a response to underlying reality. 


Mainland China has more than 700 million people. 
It cannot help but be a force in world affairs. The 
scramble of so many nations, including all of the 
major allies of the United States, to open diplomatic 
and economic relations with China proves how arti­ 
ficial and how strainea was the situation which pre­ 
vailed for some two decades. 


The world is now trying to adjust to the after­ 
shocks of this new slate of affairs. In this country, 
the Senate does not know quite what it wants or 
foreign policy to be. A realignment, possibly a dras­ 
tic one, of the major powers is shaping up. 


China, says Industry' Week, wants to industrialize 
but has been unable to. It distrusts Russia, which 
withdrew its technical aid in the 1960s, and thus has 
only one obvious scource for development assis­ 
tance—the United States. 


Other observers believe that the Japanese, whose 
world has been turned upside down by President 
Nixon s minor trade war with them and his rap­ 
prochement with China, will be forced to draw clo­ 
ser to their ancient enemy. 


Likewise, in an equal and opposite reaction, Rus­ 
sia appears anxious to increase commerical ties 
with the United States and Western Eruope. And the 
latter, with the addition of Britain to the Common 
Market, promises to emerge as an economic force 
on a par with the United States and U.S.S.R. 


But nothing that happens as a result of these rela- 
ignments will happen suddenly, out of a clear blue 
sky. 


People who live in earthquake belts welcome mi­ 
nor tremors. They know that these energy-releasing 
adjustments in the earth’s crust decrease the likeli­ 
hood of a major shock. It is when a fault zone has 
been quiet for a long period that the situation is the 
most precarious. 


We must also understand and adapt to inevitable 
political realignment. Any attempt to pen up his­ 
torical forces, to ignore or resist change, to pretend 
that any status quo is permanent, only increases the 
possibility of a major catacylsm—like a world war. 


A Critical Look 


Hard Look At 
Rehnquist 


The Arizona axis is taking 
on new political power. The 
center is Sen. Barry Goldwa- 
ter, the Republican candidate 
for president in 1964 who was 
defeated by a record plurality 
by Lyndon B. Johnson. 
The Deputy Attorney Gener­ 
al, Richard Kleindienst, for­ 
merly a Phoenix lawyer, was 
Director of Field Operations 
for the Goldwater campaign 
and again for Richard Nixon 
in 1968. Kleindienst is widely 
regarded as the successor to 
John N. Mitchell when the At­ 
torney General changes hats 
and take§ over direction of 
the Nixon drive for re-elec­ 
tion. This is expected to occur 
toward the end of the year. 
Now comes William H. Reh- 
n q u i s t , Kleindienst’s good 
friend in Phoenix, nominated 
by President Nixon to one of 
the two vacancies on the Su­ 
prem e Court of the United 
States. Kleindienst was res­ 
ponsible at the start of the 
Nixon Administration for the 
selection of Rehnquist to be 
an assistant attorney general. 
Compared with the dubious 
choices that had previously 
been floated, Rehnquist and 
the other nominee, Lewis F. 
Powell Jr., looked like heirs 
of the great John Marshall. 
Their 
confirmation 
by 
the 
Senate was considered pro­ 
bable, if not certain. 


Second Thoughts 
But second thoughts, togeth­ 
er with evidence of the strong 
bias of one of the nominees, 
insure a contest over Reh­ 
nquist. With civil rights activ­ 
ists preparing the case, the 
question is whether a m an’s 
strongly held views of six or 
seven years before should dis­ 
qualify him. 
On his own initiative Reh­ 
nquist 
appeared 
before 
a 
Phoenix City Council meeting 
on June 15, 1964, to oppose a 
proposed ordinance prohibit­ 
ing discrimination in hotels, 
restaurants, shops and other 
public places. After a tape re­ 
cording of that statem ent that 
Rehnquist, then 40 years old, 
made before the Council was 
unearthed by the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch, the Justice De­ 
partment gave it out. 
“ 1 venture to say," he told 
the Council, “ There has never 
been this sort of an assault on 
the institution (private prop­ 
erty) where you are told not 
what you can build on your 
property but who can come 
on your property." 
A Free Society 
Rehnquist was one of only 
three opponents while 30 testi­ 
fied in favor of the ordinance, 
which was unanimously ap­ 
proved by the Council. 
In 1967 Rehnquist wrote a 
letter to the Arizona Republi­ 
can opposing 
reorganization 
of the Phoenix school system 
to achieve racial integration. 
“ I think.” he wrote, ‘that we 
are no more dedicated to an 
‘integrated society than we 
are to a ‘segregated’ society. 
We are instead dedicated to a 
free society in which each 
man is equal before the law." 
In 
1951-52 
Rehnquist was 
law clerk to the late Justice 
Robert H. Jackson. He was 
later 
to 
charge 
that 
“ un­ 
conscious slanting" by 
the 
law clerks influenced many 
cases the court was called on 
to decide. 


Tactical Support 


Former Health, Education and Welfare Secretary, 
Senator Abraham Ribicoff has used an interesting 
analogy to emphasize the waste in the government’s 
numerous poverty programs — waste that he lays 
directly at the doorstep of Congress. 


He observes that some $31 billion will be spe*nt 
this year, at all levels of government on proverty 
programs. “And yet”, he adds, “it is questionable 
whether any of those programs have removed a 
single person from poverty. It might be intriguing 
for senators to contemplate that, if we eliminated 
all these programs and bureaucracies, and divided 
that $31 billion among the people who are under the 
poverty line, every family of four would receive a 
total of $4,800, almost $1,000 over the poverty line. 
We would eliminate poverty completely in Ameri­ 
ca . . .It Is Incumbent upon us In the Senate to be 
much more critical of the actual performance of 
many of the programs we pass.” Senator Ribicoff’s 
remarks help to explain why welfare thas become 
an issue of transcendental importance.

T h e federal 
government 
keeps billions of dollars of the 
taxpayers’ money in banks 
run by Republican bigwigs. 


The banks don’t pay a penny 
In interest. Yet they loan the 
money back to o r d i n a r y 
Americans at rates up to 14 
per cent. Their profits from 
this unique arrangem ent run 
into the millions each year, 
far more than it costs them 
to process the government ac­ 
counts. 
Even 
by 
the 
Treasury’s 
conservative estimate, federal 
deposits in commercial banks 
range between $1 billion and 
$10 billion. Probably 12,000 of 
the 13,000 eligible banks have 
some kind of no-interest fed­ 
eral deposits, but the golden 
gravy is concentrated in the 
big GOP banks. 
Take, for instance, the case 
of Charles Walker. Back in 
1955, he became an executive 
of the Republic National Bank 
in Dallas. The bank suddenly 
started receiving big, interest- 
free federal deposits after he 
joined the Eisenhower Admin­ 
istration in 1959 as an assis­ 
tant to the Treasury Secret­ 
ary. 
Now Walker is back at the 
Treasury again as its 
Un­ 
dersecretary. 
Coincidentally, 
Republic National’s bank ba­ 
lances last year show it had a 
whopping $56 million in feder­ 
al deposits. 
Among the biggest federal 
deposits are witholding tax 
collections, which usually are 
paid directly to the hanks by 
employers. The money is cre­ 
dited, of course, to the ac­ 
counts of the U.S. Treasury. 
Thus, in effect, the IRS col­ 
lects the taxes and turns the 
money over immediately to 
the banks for use for loans. 
Borrows Own Money 
The 
banks 
pay 
the 
tax­ 
payers nothing for the use of 
their money, then loan the 


money back to them indivi­ 
dually at high interest rates. 
The harassed taxpayer, who 
needs to borrow money to pay 
his taxes winds up paying in­ 
terest to a bank for the use of 
his own money. 
T h e 
Treasury’s 
fiscal 
m anager, 
Assistant 
Secret­ 
ary John Carlock, swore to us 
politics has nothing to do with 
which banks get federal depo­ 
sits. Employers deposit their 
workers’ 
withholding 
taxes, 
for example, in the banks of 
their choice. 
He acknowledged most gov­ 
ernm ent agencies deposit mo­ 
ney 
— 
appropriated 
funds, 
some Indian trust funds, oper­ 
ational money for PXs and 
the like—in selected banks. 
But he 
insisted 
the banks 
were chosen for the services 
they provide. 
Nevertheless, 
banks 
with 
good GOP connections seem 
to be blessed with the most 
interest-free 
federal 
money. 
Nor has there been any move 
by the Republicans, despite 
the federal budget squeeze, to 
end 
this 
bonanza 
for 
the 
banks. 
A form er mortgage banker, 
Martin Price, suggested in a 
‘‘Washingtonian” 
magazine 
article that federal deposits 
should be allocated to banks 
which will use the money to 
promote 
social 
aims. 
This 
would include loans to help 
small businessmen, to stimu­ 
late the economy in depressed 
areas and to build up ghetto 
neighborhoods. 
We retained Price to find 
out which banks receive the 
most federal deposits. Here 
a r e 
highlights 
from 
the 
research he completed for us: 
—Chase Manhattan, one of 
the most progressive of the 
g ant banks, is controlled by 
the 
Republican 
Rockefeller 
family. One of its directors, 
Jerem iah Milbank, Jr., hap-

Agnew’s Banker Friend

last 
year 
as 
chairm an of the First Nation­ 
al City Bank of New York. 
This bank had well over $300 
million in no-interest deposits 
from the government. 


—One of the party’s most 
sagacious financiers is Harold 
Helm, 
a 
member 
of 
the 
GOP’s booster club and New 
Jersey finance committee. He 
is also executive committee 
chairm an 
of 
the 
Chemical 
Bank 
in 
New 
York 
City, 
which had $40 million in IRS 
accounts, in this case, without 
even putting up collateral. 


—Alan Merrill, a member 
of the GOP national finance 
committee, is also an advisor 
to the National Bank of Det­ 
roit. His bank had $56 million 
in interest-free federal fund3. 


—Keith Brown, another big 
GOP fund raiser, is a director 
of the medium-sized Southern 
Arizona Bank. Yet it had al­ 
most $2.5 million in federal 
accounts from tax collections 
and U.S. security sales alone 
last year. 


—Form er Treasury Secret­ 
ary David Kennedy, now an 
Ambassador at Large, came 
to the Treasury from the Con­ 
tinental Illinois National Bank 
and Trust. This bank had at 
least $19 million in juicy gov­ 
ernm ent deposits. 


Clearly, it doesn’t hurt a 
bank to have a Republican 
fund-raiser on the board. 


Footnote: In a frank talk 
with my associate Les Whit­ 
ten, Carlock charged many of 
the figures dug out by Price 
w e r e 
“authorizations 
for 
deposits,” not actual deposits. 
Balance statem ents indicate, 
however, that the totals were 
actual deposits. Carlock said 
the banks weren't charged in­ 
terest for the use of the tax­ 
payers’ money to compensate 
them for doing federal ban­ 
king. As for distributing fed­ 
eral deposits to promote so­ 
cial aims, Carlock said wrylv 
it was hard enough to get 
services now from the banks 
in return for the interest-free 
money, without trying to su­ 
pervise their social loans.

However, ac­ 
cording to our State Depart­ 
m ent’s Soviet desk, the Brit­ 
ish em bassy’s information of­ 
fice and the French em bas­ 
sy’s information office, these 
two integral

sovereign since the 1918 revo­ 
lution, have no separate dipl­ 
omatic relations with any oth­ 
er state, nor conduct their 
own foreign relations separate 
from that of the U.S.S.R.’s.” 
Mr. Burke states that, in 
view of this, “ according to in­ 
ternational law they are non­ 
existent as duly recognized, 
separate, nation-states and

T h e r e are many other 
countries whose independence 
m ay be wobbly.

They are under the 
yoke of the Soviets. Yet the 


United Nations participates in 
the fiction that these countries 
are independent units and are 
enjoying self-government when, 
as a m atter of fact, they are 
not. 
An 
investigation 
of

status of all the nations which 
are dominated and under vir- 
t u a 1 
m anagem ent 
by 
a 
foreign government would be 
enlightening. It would reveal 
that some of the countries are 
m ere satellites or tools of a 
patron government and have 
been brought into the United 
Nations under false pretenses. 
The 
expulsion 
of 
Taiwan, 
which has for years been an 
independent entity, opens up 
the whole subject of whether 
all countries which have real­ 
ly gained their freedom are 
eligible for m embership 
in 
the United Nations. 
Appar­ 
ently their form er rulers are 
politically powerful enough to 
deny them a seat. 
The United Nations, there­ 
fore, instead of being a free 
organization, is a political in­ 
strum entality whose m em ber­ 
ship is controlled by votes of 
governments which seek the 
support —• either m ilitary or 
political—of 
m ajor 
powers. 
Under international law there 
is no justification for seating 
a country which does not tru- 
1 y 
h a v e 
an 
independent 
status, but the world has wit­ 
nessed a spectacle in the last 
two weeks wherein Taiwan, 
which is unquestionably inde­ 
pendent, has been 
expelled 
while two so-called “ states 
which are integral parts of a 
m ajor power still rem ain in 
the United Nations along with 
a num ber of satellites of that 
sam e power. 
Wrong Image Projected 
Can the United Nations af­ 
ford to present to the world 
the image of an organization 
which ignores

ment that only independent 
states are qualified for m em ­ 
bership or the rule of fairness 
that no nation shall be able to 
put one of its colonies or pro­ 
vinces 
into 
the 
U.N.

Representative Burke’s re­ 
solution will open the eyes of

1913. It certainly is tim e for 
international law to be In­ 
voked if the United Nations is 
to be respected as an institu­ 
tion composed of a group of 
t r u l y independent govern­ 
ments. 
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The Convent: Crisis or Change? 
Those Staying Find Purpose 


(Last in a Scries.)

NEW YORK (NEA) - You 
can never tell where you’ll 
find nuns these days. The old 
image of the peaceful con­ 
templative, praying away the 
hours behind the cloister grille 
is a far cry from reality in 
most communities today. 
Take Sister Susan and Sis­ 
ter Mary Michael who are 
teachers 
at 
St. 
Barnabas 
school in Northfield, 
Ohio. 
Weekends they’re students at 
a beauty school. The two Vin­ 
centian Sisters of Charity in­ 
tend to take the state exams 
and become licensed cosmeti­ 
cians. They want to volunteer 
their talents *o women in nur- 
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sing homes. “ And, too,” Sis­ 
ter Susan says, “ nuns have 
become more hair-conscious 
since the modified veils show- 
some hair.” And she allows 
as how a nun-beautician in a 
convent sure would be helpful. 
These women lead a busy, 
useful, happy life in religion. 
Then there is 69-year-old 
Sister Ann Joachim, a Do­ 
minican from Adrian, Mich­ 
igan. From her present acti­ 
vities one would never believe 
convent life to be inhibiting. 
Once an airplance pilot and 
the youngest woman lawyer 
in the U.S. before she became 
a nun, Sister Ann Joachim 
now is a leading candidate for 
election to the Adrian City 
Commission. Last year she 
toured the Soviet Union for 
two weeks. Her campaign is 
based on her promise to work 
actively for civil rights in ra­ 
cial housing and employment 
problem areas. 
T h e r e 
topples 
another 
image of the demure, calm, 
contemplative nun. When she 
joined the Sisters of St. Do­ 
minic in 1928, she became 
their legal counsel. And in 
1936 she was admitted to 
practice before the U.S. Su­ 
preme Court. 
Sister Mary Denise Dono­ 
van of the Congregation of St. 
Joseph in Ohio is another 
happy nun who is making a 
considerable contribution to 
children and their parents in 
her helpful “ Parents and the 
First Grade,” a book which 
makes it possible for parents 
to understand the new meth­ 
ods of teaching. The book, 
published 
by 
Dilln-Lieder- 
bach cf Lakewood, Ohio, is 
the beginning of a series that 
will permit parents to help 
t h e i r children with their 
school work and not have the 
y o u n g s t e r s feeling that 
“ Mommy and Daddy don’t do 
ii the way the teacher does in 
school.” 
Sister Helen Therese of the 
Sisters of the Precious Blood 
is a cloistered nun. Is she dis­ 
contented in her chosen lot? 
Not a bit. She won an essay 
contest in Home and Garden 
Magazine. Her contribution, 
“ My Dream Garden,” won 
her $90 worth of nursery 
stock. 
“ I got dwarf trees and a fe­ 
male American holly,” she 
said, smiling. “ I have a Chi­ 
nese male holly and an Eng­ 
lish female. I just said to my 
American holly, 'Get in there 
and show those two foreigners 
how to produce.’ ” 
She says she never doubts 
her vocation but what she 
misses most is singing. “ Give 
me a mop or a dust cloth and 
I’ll burst into song.” 
Sister Paschal of the Fran­ 
ciscan Sisters of Ringwood, 
N.J., came to lunch at New 
York’s Roosevelt Hotel to talk 
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about her feelings on religious 
life. 
“ One of the sisters in my 
convent 
in Brooklyn,” 
she 
said with a grki, “ told me 
that when asked why I don’t 
leave the convent I should 
simply tell you that I’m a 
nut.” 
Sister Paschal is a teacher 
and a talented musician. But 
she has had to take a break 
from teaching for awhile be­ 
cause she has a serious heart 
condition—one that involved 
open heart surgery. 
“ 1 love my religious life,” 
^he said. “ I love my commu­ 
nity. Our order has had its 
difficulties, 
too,” 
she 
ad­ 
mitted. When the Vatican II 
renewal first came in in 1967, 
s e v e r a l 
of 
our 
sisters 
left—about 25. 
“ I 
think 1 
am 
fortunate 
even in my illness.” said this 
nun who entered the convent 
at 22 and has been a nun for 
an additional 22 years. “ It 
gave me strength. 1 think the 
word ‘support’ is very impor­ 
tant in religious life. We sup­ 
port one another as a commu­ 
nity and we also support one 
another in our prayers.” 
To talk with Sister Paschal 
you wouldn’t think she had a 
worry in the world, much less 
a bad heart. 
“ I love to cook,” she said. 
“ And 
because 
my 
health 
made it necessary to give up 
teaching for awhile, by my 
own choice 1 cook for our 
house. And I’ve got them all 
on Weight Watchers. I even 
give them their lunch to take 
to school so that they stay on 
the diet.” 
Sister Paschal believes that 
her order succeeded in keep­ 
ing most of its nuns and keep­ 
ing in touch wi:h the world 
outside, 
too, 
because 
they 
didn’t go too far too fast with 
the 
freedom 
that 
resulted 
from 
renewal. 
“ We 
didn’t 
even discuss the habit at 
first,” rh? said. “ Some of our 
sisters are still wearing the 
long habit. But we can do as 
we please.” 
Some ex-nuns said they felt 
the habit was a barrier be­ 
tween them and the people 
they were trying to help. Sis­ 
ter Paschal’s reaction was a 
merry, “ Nothing’s a barrier 
when you talk as much as I 
do. No one even notices what 
I’m wearing.” 
She believes that the break­ 
ing down of all strict barriers 
made many women leave the 
convent. They didn’t like the 
change.

Well, the number of nuns 
may be declining but it seems 
a safe obseivation that all )s 
not hopeless—especially since 
practicality is a quality gen­ 
erously spread among those 
who have stayed in the con­ 
vent. 
For one example, we can 
go back to our cloistered Sis­ 
ter Helen Therese. 
‘If I had my choice of two 
postulants,’ she said, quoting 
16th Century Sister Teresa of 
Avila, “ one of whom had a 
great deal of piety and not 
much sense and the other of 
whom had a great deal of 
sense and not much piety, I 
would choose the one with the 
common sense and train her 
to be pious. God help the 
community 
that 
takes 
ki 
these pious women who have 
NO sense.” 
An attitude like that ought 
to keep the battle flags flying 
on the distaff side of Peter’s 
Church and keep the convent 
thriving for a long time to 
come.

year old’s behavior is usually 
a reflection of aspects of his 
parents’ behavior. 
Up until the age of two or 
three, he is so concerned with 
controlling his own body that 
he hasn’t much time for pay­ 
ing attention to how his be­ 
havior affects other people. 
His 
main 
concern 
is 
quite 
sim ply to get what he wants 
when he wants. (Incidentally, 
this m ay not be too unlike 
what your husband wants and 
dem ands.) 
At around three, most chil­ 
dren begin to catch on to the 
fact that getting does not nec­ 
essarily come autom atically. 
They discover they are more 
likely to get what they want 
if

This does not imply that 
even at the age of six he does 
not feel a sense of rebellion 
at this.

DEAR DR. LAMB - My 
10-year-old son was taking 
judo lessons. He missed a 
couple of times and the next 
time he went, the instructor 
threw him the whole period. 
It did something to his side 
right at the waist in back. 
This was several months ago. 
Whenever he gets a good jolt 
or fall on his bike, it starts 
all over again. He can’t even 
walk, it hurts so bad. He had 
an examination by a bone and 
joint surgeon and X rays. The 
doctor said he could find 
nothing wrong. He said it 
could be a slipped disk or pul­ 
led ligament but there was 
nothing he could do for him. 
He made no suggestions ex­ 
cept for him to be careful in 
his play. Said he would pro­ 
bably have it all his life. 
Could you please help me 
and isn’t there anything that

can be done? I hate to think 
of a young boy going through 
life with a bad back. 
Dear Reader — It seems 
like something could be done. 
From the history and the 
negative X-rays, I would ima­ 
gine that your boy’s problem 
is related to the muscles in 
that area. An injured muscle 
can cause 
continued 
diffi­ 
culties for years unless it is 
properly treated. There are a 
lot of factors that can con­ 
tribute to the problem besides 
just the incident of injury. 
Usually, the proper person 
to see for this type of prob­ 
lem, if there are no bone or 
joint injuries, is a specialist in 
physical medicine. Your coun­ 
ty or state medical society 
can help you find one. 
Although I can’t state with 
certainty whether the judo 
lessons had anything to do 
with your son’s back trouble, 
there is ample evidence that 
judo and most contact sports 
are less likely to result in in­ 
jury if the person is in peak 
physical condition. If a person 
is not in peak condition he 
should gradually build up to 
the proper level of fitness be­ 
fore going all out. 
A muscle that is injured or 
functioning 
improperly 
can 
cause severe pain, and it can 
be referred to some other lo­ 
cation in the body, just as a 
painful tooth can cause re­ 
ferred pain or the gall blad­ 
der can cause pain in the 
shoulder, or 
the heart 
(a 
muscle) cause pain in the 
arm or jaw. To solve and 
treat faulty muscles requires 
a 
careful 
complete 
exam­ 
ination of all the possible 
muscles involved. A faulty 
muscle can cause periodic or 
persistent cramplike actions 
that set up the pain pattern.

Elgin: 'Time to Quit' 


Lakers Will Retire Baylor's No. 22 


INGLEWOOD, Calif. (U ri) 
—The 13-ycar-career of Elgin 
Baylor as a star of the Na­ 
tional Basketball Association 
with the Los Angeles Lakers 
had drawn to a close today 


by the voluntary retirement 
of the brilliant forward. 
Baylor could have played 
out the 1971-72 season, which 
he said would be his last, but 
the 37-year-old veteran de­ 
cided it was time to quit. 


Baylor made a comeback 
this season after having sat 
out last year, except for a 
few games at the start of the 
season, with a leg injury. 
“ 1 had hoped to end my ca­ 
reer after one last successful 


season,” Baylor said Thurs­ 
day in his retirement state­ 
ment. “ Out of fairness to the 
fans, to the Lakers and to 
myself, I have always wanted 
to perform on the court up to 
the level and standards that I

have established throughout 
my career. 
“ I do not wish to prolong 
my career to the time when I 
cannot maintain those stan­ 
dards.” 
Although coming off a year 
of inactivity, Baylor had per- 
f o r m e d 
creditably 
even 
though he apparently was not 
satisfied. He had appeared in 
nine games this season and 
played 239 minutes, scoring 
107 points for an average of 
11.8 per game and captured 
55 rebounds. 
But that was 
not 
good 
enough for a player who had 
scored 23,149 points in his ca­ 
reer to rank third on the all- 
time NBA list behind Wilt 
Chamberlain and Oscar Rob­ 
ertson. 


“ I wish to announce my re­ 
tirement 
from 
professional 
basketball as an active play­ 
er,“ Baylor said. 
But that did not mean Bay­ 
lor's retirement from his as­ 
sociation with the sport he 
had played since grammar 
school and starred in both as 
a high school performer and 
at the University of Seattle 
from which he was drafted 13 
years ago by the then Min­ 
neapolis Lakers. 
Baylor will remain with the 
Lakers as a scout and public 
relations consultant. He had 
been mentioned even before 
his retirement as a possible 
NBA coach when his playing 
days were over. 
Baylor, however, has nu­ 
merous business activities in 
S o u t h e r n California and 
c o a c h i n g would have to 
outweigh them. 
Lakers owner Jack Kent 
Cooke said no one ever again 
would wear Baylor’s No. 22 
for the club. 
“ That is as it should be,” 
Cooke said. “ One of the privi­ 
leges I have enjoyed as owner 
of the Lakers has been my 


association with the man who 
deserved the description of 
superstar as much as any 
athlete that has ever lived.” 
Coach Bill Sharman said he 
felt Baylor had made a tre­ 
mendous effort for a come­ 
back considering his many in­ 
juries and surgery on his 
Achilles tendon. 
G e n e r a l manager Fred 
Schaus, who coached Baylor 
both at Minneapolis and Los 
Angeles with the Lakers, ter­ 
med it a sad day for him but 
added his pleasure that Bay­ 
lor had agreed to a three-year 
contract as a scout an staff 
member of the Lakers. 
“ I say without reservation 
that Elgin Baylor is the grea­ 
test cornerman to have ever 
played 
basketball,” 
Schaus 
added. 
With 
Baylor 
having 
an­ 
nounced his retirement, Jim 
McMillian will be the regular 
The Lakers last weekend 
were beaten by two Pacific 
division rivals,
